A reEtativeE of the late Col. John Edwards writes as fol- 
lows: ‘I netice in a copy dated October 22, 1881. of your 
usually correct JourNAL, the positive statement that ‘John 
Edwards was discharged November 7, 1870, from the Army 
as superoumerary.’ that he was ‘aged 48,’ and that he ‘ was 
appointed from Maine a brevet 2d lieutenant in the 3d Artil- 
lery July 1, 1851.’ The late Brevet Lieut. “ol. John Ed_ 
wards, Jr., graduated at West Point July 1, 1851, at the age 
of 20, and stood fifteenth in a class of forty-two ; was bre- 
vetted 2d lieutenant 3d Artillery immediately on graduation ; 
commissioned 2d lieutenant in March, 1852; 1st lieutenant 
in February, 1855; captain in July, 1861; brevet major in 
June, 1862, and brevet lieutenant colonel in September, 1862, 
the two latter for gallant service in battle. He resigned his 
commission in the U. 8. Army Nov. 7, 1870, and died at Port- 
land, Me., Oct. 12, 1881, aged 50 years. For corroboration 
of my statements and for details of his services while in the 
U.8. Army, please see ‘Cullum’s Biographical Register of 
the Officers and Graduates of the U. 8. Military Academy.’ 
If you will kindly insert in your paper the above facts as a 
correction of the statement of the 224 inst., you will gratify 
his relatives and many friends among your readers, in and 
out of the Army and Navy.” We take pleasure in mak. 
ing this correction. The ‘Army Register” for 1871 reports 
Col. Edwards as ‘‘discharged under section 3 of the act ap- 
proved July 15, 1870, supernumerary.” ‘“Cullum’s Register” 
says: “ Unassigned Aug. 11, 1870, and honorably discharged 
at his own request Nov. 7, 1870." He was appointed to the 
Military Academy from the State of Maine. He commanded 
a battery at the first Bu’l Run battle in 1862, served on the 
staff of Brig. Gen. Crittenden in Kentacky, commanded a 
battery in the Army of the Potomac from Yorktown to Fred 
ericksburg, inclusive. Then he went to the command of a 
battery in Kentucky. He served as Chief of Artillery of the 
9th Army Corps in the expedition to Mississippi and the at- 
tack on Jackson. He was in command of the Artillery re- 
serve, 9th Army Corps, in the Richmond campaign, May and 
June, 1864. He was instructor of Artillery in the defences 
of Washington from June, 1864, to Jan. 1865, and after- 
wards in command of a battery at Alexandria, Va., and in 
the defences of Washington. After the war he served in gar- 
rison at Fort’ Preble, Me., (where he ‘begat his service in 
1857,) and in reeruiting service.

Adams quietly enjoying an 
afternoon ‘‘chat” with Hospital Steward Wood. They each 
received us in a most courteous and gentlemanly manner, 
and we were not surprised to learn from Steward Wood that 
only six or eight men were on the sick list. The only wonder 
| is that any one can stay sick in such a lovely place. Sergt. 
| Adams kindly informed us that only about four hundred 
| prisoners were making their homes within the prison walls.

MACHINE GUNS IN OUR NAVY. 

[Lrevr. Kimsau, U. 8. Navy, contributes to Vol. VII. of 
the Proceedings of the U. 8. Naval Institute, an interesting 
review of the report on the Nordenfelt machine guns re- 
cently published iu England, which we here publish:] 

The Nordenfelt Machine Guns (Palmcrantz’s System). 
Journal of the Royal United Service Institution, 
No. CyVTIL 

In these days of —“~ men of many arms, when, as 
a rule, no inventor thiuks avy other arm is in any way 
to be compared with bis own, it is quite remarkable to 
find any machine gun authorities agreeing in a compari- 
son, eveu in a general sort of way. 

In a pampblet on the Gatling gun, published in 1874, 
it is stated that ‘* The same class of men who doubted 
that the railway would ever take the place of the stage 
coach; . . . the spinning jenny of the time-hon- 
cred spinning wheel, . may dogmatically de- 
cide in the negative” anent the necessity of using 
machine guns; and last June (1880), Mr. Nordenfelt, iu 
a paper read before the Royal United Service Institu- 
tion, stated that ‘*machine guns are to the art of war 
what Arkwright’s spinning jenny was to weaving.” 
When we come to iuquire which one cf the machine 
guns most nearly answers to this description, we are 
met by so many very different and equaily emphatic 
assertions both as to points of comparison and as to 
what constitutes excellence, that we are in self defence 
forced to accept the dicta of some one authority, or 
form our opinious in accordance with procurable evi- 
dence. This last is found to be almost impossible, be- 
cause the best evideuces, official reports of both service 
and proving ground tests and trials, seem to vary with 
an, as yet, undetermined function of the longitude ot 
the place of such tests and trials. If, however, we ac- 
cept Mr. Nordenfelt as such an authority, it would appear 
from his paper that the Palmcrantz system of machine 
guns is better adapted to fulfil the requirements than 
either the Gatling or the Gardner. But ,in regard to 
this may be weil to consider some of the points pre- 
sented. 

We learn that the ‘‘ supposed difficulty of suppiying 
ammunition for a machine gun 10 the field is not great 
— always granting that the gun uses the same ammuni- 
tion as the rifle; because . . . the total ammuni 
tion fired from the machine gun would probably not 
exceed what would have to be fired by the corre- 
sponding number of rifles before the same object were 
ained.” 

Evidently the “‘ corresponding number of rifles” does 

not mean the number corresponding to that of the bar- 
rels of the machine gun; for if a Nordenfelt five-bar- 
relled could not, under favorable circumstances, gain a 
greater object than five riflemen, there would be no 
earthly excuse for its existence; the meaning would 
seem to be that the amount of ammunition used, by a 
machine gun on the Palicrantz system, to gain 4 cer- 
tain object would probably equal that used by rifles tu 
attain tue same object, and could be just as readily sup- 
plied; so that if the machine gun fired—as it should to 
be efticient—as fast as one hundred riflemen, who march 
loaded down with cartridges, it could be readily sup- 
plied by one hundred men carrying ammunition ; but it 
is difficult to understand just where these hundred men 
are to core from when we are told that ‘six or eight 
men” constitute a gun’s crew; nor is it plain how am- 
munition, ready for firing, can be more easily trans- 
ported in the bulky and heavy Nordenfelt magazines 
than in the light, compact cartridge-factory pasteboard 
packages for use with the Gardner and with the Gat- 
ling when the feeder is employed. 

**I hope,” said Mr. Nordenfelt, ‘‘that Dr. Gatling 
will excuse my saying that his revolving gun with mov- 
able breech supports is tied down to the first part of my 
second basis of division, viz., that his gun can only fire 
rifle [musket calibre] ammunition with advantage.” 
The applicetion of this remark is not quite clear in face 
of the fact that for more than a devade Gatlings of 
1’ calibre have been in use in many parts of the world, 
have fired their projectiles with more or less *‘ advan- 
tage,” and have never, it is believed, killed any one 
standing in rear of them. Nor is it easy to understand 
why the breech supports of the Gatlings are more 
movable than those of the Nordenfelt ; for if by ‘‘breecb 
supports” the action block and breech pins are meant, 
they must be movable, as are the Gatling locks, in order 
to allow the chambers to be loaded. Mr. Nordenfelt 
himself says ** when the block [the action block] is 
moved forward, these [the breecu pins] push forward 
the cartridges, etc.,” just as do the Gatling locks; but, 
at the momeut of firiug, the-Gatling system receives the 
shocks of the successive explosious upon the solid re- 
coil piece fixed upon the immovable cam, while the 
Pulmcrantz taxes up the recoil of a whole volley upon 
the action block, which ‘*is moved forwards and back- 
wards by the action of the firing haudle.” 

It is curious to note that Mr. Nordenfelt’s remark, 
“The Hotchkiss gun is a development of the Gatling 
idea,” is almost au exact expression of Dr. Gathog’s 
Opinion, were we to substitute Vordenfelt for ‘* Hotch 
kiss” aud an arrested fur the indefiuite article; and in- 
deed, if one compares the plan of the Palmcraniz sy3 
tem with that of the Gatling, developed upon a plaue, 
as showu in a Gatling Gua publication vf 1874—the 
date of the appearauce of the Palmcrantz system—it is 
aot very difficult to understand upon what the Doctoi 
bases his impression, an lmpressiou it may be mentiouea 
ia passing, quite different trom that of an America: 
uaval officer, wuo, beiug asked upon the appearance v1 
the PaimcrautZ what it was like, said, ‘* why, its jusi 
the old Requa batcery, that Gilimure used at Chariestun, 
a dozen years ago, with a slightly improved feed.” 

When Mr. Nordeufeit said ** I would, however, hardly 
class the Garduer guo with machiue guns, because the 
single barrelled guu Mr. Gardner himseif especially 
recommends is rater « Clever repeating rifle, wiile it a) 

he same time requires the full service of men and 
equipment of a machine gun,” he was probably noi 
aware that at the time he spoke, the Gardner sysiem 





was being applied to four and five barrelled guns, cr 
that the system was particularly applicable to two bar- 
relled weapons, which, with less than half the number 
of barrels and with a corresponding decrease in weight 
have equalled what Mr. Nordenfelt calls the *‘ tremen- 
dous rapidity” of fire of his light five barrelled gun, 
viz., five hundred rounds per miuute. He wa3, how- 
ever, quite correct in stating that this ‘clever [double 
barrelled] repeating rifle” would require the full service 
of men and equipment of a macaine gun; but it is not 
clear why this should be considered an objection to the 
arm as compared with the Nordenfelt, since ‘‘the ful 
service of men and equipment” can with equal ease 
transport ready for firing at least twice as much ammu- 
nition in the Gardner packages as in the Nordenfelt 
magazines. 

We notice in regard to the working of the Palmcran!z 
that ‘‘ one single gunner can fire without avy assistance, 
with his right haod rapidly, an entire bopper full of 
cartridges, while his left hand is free to attend to the 
elevating and traversing gear,” and that ‘‘ with tue 
comparatively slow movement of the mechanism no 
jams nor hitches are likely to be caused by the mechan- 
ism.” The first of these considerations would seem to 
be of questionable desirability, since the average man 
bas sufficient occupation in either pointing or firing; 
and since, unless the mount be very awkward, the man 
who fires cannot get his eye down to the Jine of the 
sights while in position to exert his full power on the 
firing lever or crank—but both poiuts are common to 
all machine guns of any prominence. 

By the “‘ regulator” for the Gutling, Mr. Nordenfelt 
evidently meaus the adjusting nut ; but that the use of 
it ‘*requires great judgment on the part of the gunner” 
is not, in the light of experience in our Service, so evi- 
dent. The writer once assisted in firing sixty-four 
thousand cartridges, in a single day, from an old model 
Gatling —which was not regulated or wiped out during 
the trial—but failed to note that the regulator gave 
trouble. With the rear adjusting nut that has beeu in 
use for some years, it is hard to conceive what the 
*trouble” Mr. Nurdenfelt speaks of could possi- 
bly be. 

We can understand Mr. Nordenfelt’s arguments in 
favor of the use of mitrailleuses—by which term he de- 
sigoates musket calibre machine guns in general—be- 
cause we have been accustomed to hear them from 
machine gun admirers for the last fifteen years; but 
when he illustrates the superiority of his particular gun, 
the light five barrelled Nordenfelt, by saying that it 
fires *‘about five hundred rounds per minute, or, for 
spurts of one hundred shots at a time, at the rate of 
nearly eight hundred shots per minute,” we are again 
hopeleasly adrift as to the poiat of supremacy; for the 
two barrelled Gardoer, as made in the United States, 
is fired with equal rapidity, while the light navy Gat- 
ling fires fully one thousand rounds per minute, or, for 
spurts of forty shots at a time, at the rate of fully 
twenty-four hundred shots per minute. 

The following table shows the comparative weights 
and rapidities of five of the Nordenfelt and Gutling 
systems, according to figures furnished by Mr. Norden- 
felt and from United States official sources :

The short ten barrelled navy Gatling fires more rapidly 
than either of the army guos above mentioned. The 
model was determined upon as that which would give 
the best results for general use aloft, on deck, or ashore, 
and is apparently fitted for all the kinds of work that 
Mr. Nordenfelt assigus to both his light five barrelled 
and heavy ten barrelled musket calibre guns for naval 
uses. 

Mr. Nordenfelt assumes that 1’’ solid shot are the pro- 
per projectiles for auti-torpedo boat guns, in opposition 
to the generally received opiuion which seems to favor 
1.5 calibre shells; but we can readily follow his rea- 
soning upon the poivt in question, and when he says, 
after clearly giving the probable conditions under which 
the guns would be needed, “it is the volley, with the 
slight spreading caused by the vibration of the weapon, 
which gives me the best chance of hitting,” it is 
clear that he is right—provided that we are con- 
sidering the chance of u single shot toa volley. But 
if we are considering the chauces of making a hit in 
a given time during which a certain number cf rounds 
can he fired, and at all instances of which the chanc:s 
are equal that adverse circumstances shall render futi’e 
any single attempt, the volley fire does not seem to hzve 
all the advantages over the continuous ; and, indeed, it 
would even seem that the suprémacy vf the four 
narrelled 1” calibre, solid projectile throwing Nordep- 
felt gun could be granted ouly on the hypothesis th: t 
among the varying conditions of practice at sea, which 
Mr. Nordenfelt so clearly describes, the Palmecrantz 
system shall always be fired at the right instant, while 
the revolving system guu shail be fired at the wro: g 
iime, three times out of four. This as regards the 1” 
valibre solid projectile guns; but if we compare the 
chances of hittiug when the revolving system gun 

hrows 1”.5 calibre shells, even 1f we limit the nun’ er 
f shell fragments to four, the superiority of the volley 
ire would seem to disappear when considering ouly 4 
single instaut and single attempt: and therefore we can 
easily understand how in the United Stats, in Fiance, 
in Germany, in Denmark, and in many other countries, 
here might be held the theory that the 1”.5 Hotchbiss 
was a better anti-torpedo boat gun than the 1” Nordeu- 
felt; a theory that is proved to be all wrong by the 
reports of official trials off Portsmouth last year, pub- 











lished by Mr. Nordenfelt, and all right by tue repor ts 
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of official trials in the Helder the year before, published 
by Mr. Hotchkiss. The following extracts from these 
reports will illustrate the general way in which longi- 
tude, as stated above, affects the action of machine 


uns.

If, by repeated trials, Mr. Nurdenfelt proves that 
1’’ cahbre solid shot are the proper projectiles for anti- 
torpedo boat guns, the Gatling Gun Co. will probably 
begin to manufacture its four barrelled 1’’ calibre solid 
steel projectile gun of three and a half hundred weight, 
designed some half dozen years ago, but never manu- 
factured, because the demand for guns using such pro- 
jectiles did not warrant the expense of change of model 
and plant. 

The lack of detail in Mr. Nordenfelt’s mention of his 
1.5’’ calibre single-barrelled gun makes it difficult for 
one not familiar with its merits to understand in what 
way it is superior to the service 1.45’’ Hotchkiss or the 
single barrelled Gatling of that calibre. 

Having followed Mr. Nordenfelt thus far, it may be 
well to notice the points of superiority claimed for other 
sy-tems of machine guns. Admirers of the Gatling 
system claim that for musket calibre guns it is superior 
to the Palmcrantz, in that it furnishes greater rapidity 
of fire; is lighter; less awkward in shape for work ip 
tops, boats, and other confined spaces; protects its 
mechanism better; is more enduring; furnishes con 
tinuity of fire at such a rate that all the good effects of 
a volley may be attained without undue recoil; allows 
the piece to be kept constantly bearing on the object 
while the fire is constant for an appreciable time, even 
in spurts; uses ammunition from a neat feed case, easily 
handled aloft and in confined spaces, or from cartridge 
factory packages. 

The supporters of the American Gardner system 
claim that it is superior to the Palmerantz in furnishing 
double the rapidity of five per barrel; in giving a con 
tinuous fire; in being neater, lighter, and better pro 
tected in its mechanism ; in being more enduring, since 
it is not strained by volleys; and in not requiring its 
ammunition to be stowed in magazines, in order to have 
it ready for firine. 

The service Hotchkiss, among other claims for supe 
riority over the 1/’ calibre Palmcrantz bas the follow 
ing: Continuity of fire; greater ease of pointing, and 
consequent greater chance of hitting, other things being 
equal; capabi ity of being kept bearing on a swiftly 
moving object and not being thrown off by volley 
firing; greater safety to gun’s crew, and more practica 
mount; while in general, in the words of a Danish offi. 
cer who reported on a competitive trial to the Minister 
of Marine, ‘the Palmcrantz gun was proved by the 
trials to be in action far inferior to the Hotchkiss re. 
volving cannon.” 

But if Mr. Nordenfelt was so confident of the supre- 
macy of the Palmcrantz system last June, how much 
more so must he be now, since it has so cleverly wou 
nearly all the Jaurels of last winter's trials at Shoebury- 
ness, trials which really ought to teach something, as 
they were made without the use of the wrapped meta 
cattridge. Under the circumstances, it is natural that 
he should exclaim, ‘‘ I cannot speak too highly of the 
trials in England ;” while it is perhaps not unnatural 
that Dr. Gatling with his gun, possibly feeling the ma 
lign influence of the longitude, should remark, ‘From 
information I have obtained, I judge that the late trials 
of the machine guns at Shoeburyness were poorly con 
— and that great injustice was done the Gatling 

D. 

‘lhe official reports of these trials must be very favor- 
able to Mr. Nordenfelt’s guns, but, whatever they are 
to be, it seems that they will not decide the adoption of 
any particular system in England, for already a new 
machine gun committee has Leen appointed to institute 
renewed trials. 

From what little information the writer has beer able 
to gather, it would seem to him tbat the Nordenfelt 
guns are very excellent weapons, and that they are 
§"Owing in excellence, as, for example, in the matter of 
the locking of the trigger comb, which will, it is 
thought, tend to prevent a repetition of the embarrass- 
ing and disagreeable occurrences which took place on 
board H. M. ships Comus and Northampton. It does 
not appear, however, that they are in any respects 
superior to the machine guns adopted for use in our

EXPERIMENTS ON DECK ARMOR. 
(From Engineering, Sept. 30, 1881.) 


THE series of experiments on deck armor recently 
commenced at Eastney, near Portsmouth, besides 
promising to be of a very interesting character, are of 
great importance; and it is to be hoped that they will 
be proceeded with without delay, and in such a manner 
a8 to secure exhaustive data. Upto the present time 
there appears to be very little trustworthy information 
available on the subject of the resistance of deck armor 
to projectiles when struck obliquely, notwithstanding 
that for years past the Admiralty have been building 
ships which depend for safety to no inconsiderable ex- 
tent on that protection. 

Deck armor varies in thickness from 1 in. to 3 in., 
and is usually worked in Jayers of 1 in. in thickness, 
The first layer is bolted to the deck beams, and the other 
layers are rivetted to the first. Most of our more recent 
ships are designed with armor decks at their extremities 
at Or near the water line; while in some others there 

















afford protection against light shell and the fire from 
machine guns. It is not anticipated, we presume, that 
it will suffice to keep out heavy projectiles when the 
angle at which it is struck is large ; but when this angle 
is small it will doubtless be of some service, especially 
in breaking up shell. 

In all previous experiments with deck armor the plates 

have only been subjected to the fire from machine guns, 
the results proving that for oblique fire 14-in. of steel 
will sufficiently protect a deck against the heaviest 
machine gun. The first experiments which have now 
been made for the purpose of ascertaining what resist- 
ance the decks of our ships will offer to the fire from 
heavy guns, although not altogether satisfactory, throw 
considerable light on the subject. Seven targets of 
3-inch armor were fired at ; one consisting of ordinary 
iron, two of Sir Joseph Whitwcrth’s compressed armor, 
one being covered with hard scales to represent the sides 
of the Polyphemus, and the other not ; the fourth was a 
steel-faced plate manufactured by Messrs. Cammell and 
Co.; and the three others were steel plates manufac- 
tured respectively by the Landore Steel Company, the 
Bolton Steel Company, and Sir John Brown and Co. 
Each target was bolted to beams similar to the deck 
beams of a ship, and was set at an inclination, so that 
the projectiles from the attacking guns struck it at an 
angle of 15 deg. [he guns used were an 18-ton 10-in. 
gun, which was fired with a battering charge of 70 Ib., 
the weight of the projectile being 400 lb. ; and a 12-ton 
9-in. gun, which was fired with a battering charge of 
50 lb., the weight of the projectile being 250 Ib. The 
range was in each case 100 yards. It had been intended 
to commence upon a trial target of iron, and passiug 
upwards from a very slow velocity, to have ascertained 
that velocity ot projectile which would just penetrate 
the target, and then to have tested each of the other 
targets with this velocity, so as to obtain a comparison 
between the merits of the various systems represented. 
This programme was not however followed. A full 
charge was fired from all the guns at every plate, and 
the result was that each target was crushed in and 
broken so completely that the desired comparison could 
aot well be made. The targets did good duty however; 
in only one instance did a shot get through, in all others 
the shots were deflected from their course, and in most 
cases they were broken upon impact.

JAPAN MILITARY ARSENALS. 


WE condense from HZngineering the following ivter- 
esting account of the Japanese arsenals. which shows 
that the people of that far-off islands keep abreast with 
the times: The Japanese can boast of two arsenals for 
wilitary purposes, one in the capital, Tukio, the other 
in Osaka. The former, which dates from 1871, is by 
far the most important, owing to the great outlay which 


which will shortly supply the infantry with a new 
weapon. Up tothe present the Japanese soldier has 
been armed with the Snider breech loader; but a Col. 
Murata having b-ougit to the notice of his government 
an invention of his own, it has been adopted as the arm 
of the future. The newrifie is not much unlike the 
German Mauser in its construction; but instead of the 
well-known handle of the latter, it has an arrangement 
something similar to that of our Pealiody-Martivi, for 
opening and closing the breech. Like the German 
weapon, too, it may be taken completely to pieces in a 
few seconds. At present seventeen is the total turned 
out per day, but when the new machinery imported 
from Germany commences running the output will be 
increased to fifty in the same time. The special cart- 
ridge required for the new rifle has caused also a con- 
siderable outlay. The necessary buildings are hand- 
some structures, and reflect great credit on the native 
architectural ability. The plant is from Hartmann’s, of 
Chemnitz. 

It is said that the output of these cartridges may be 
in an emergency 50,000 per day. Boxer cartridges for 
the Snider rifles are chiefly made at Tokio. The 200 
men employed on this work can turn out 30,000 a day. 
The paper cases are of native make and very service- 
able. The authorities are taking steps to manufacture 
a better article of powder at Iwahana, in the province 
of Joshin. At the Osaka Arsenal all the smailer 
kinds of field guns in bronze huve beencast; copper is 
abundant in this neighborhood and comparatively cheap, 
so much s0, that new arrangements have been come tu 
whereby all the larger ordnance will in future be turned 
out here instead of importing Krupp and French guns 
as hitherto. To this end new buildings have been set 
up with plant for the manufacture of cannon as large as 
50 centimetres, if necessary. These cannon will, we 
believe, be of the Krupp pattern. As there are no ap- 
pliances for producing steel in the country, it is pro- 
posed to prepare bronze after the manner of Uchatus.

Tne German army manoeuvres began at Berlin 
with the inspection of the Grand Corps which gar. 
risons Berlin, Potsdam and Spandau. The Corps ap- 
peared and disappeared on the parade ground with as 
much order and celerity asa band of well trained su- 
pernumeraries at a stage ceremony. At 9 o’clock there 
was hardly anything to be seen but a flat expanse 
of verdant meadow, and by 10 nearly 30,000 men of 
all arms, converging from every point of the city, were 
drawn up in two long and parallel alignments to receive 
the Emperur. On the appearance of the Emperor on 
the right of the infantry aligament, more than half a mile 
lorg—all the bands broke forth in ceremonious saluta- 
tion, and His Majesty, bidding his Grenadiere or his Kin- 
der acheery ‘* Guten Morgen,” and receiving well concer- 
ted plaudits in reply, paced along the front of his favorite 
foot regiments, eyeing bis helmeted legions with smil- 
ing satisfaction. He came back along the line of the 
artillery and cavalry, which were massed in columns of 
regiments, and, cantering to the saluting point, took 
his stand with his face to the sun. . The march past was 
executed twice by all arms, first by the infantry in 
company formation (of three ranks, apart from the 
supernumeraries), and then in dense columns of regi- 
ments, to the sound of fife and drum. 

Tue Italian Royal Arsenal at Terni, now approaching 
completion, was commenced in 1872. The manufactur- 
ing departments are mostly adapted to the production 
of firearms, of which it is said that 45,000 can be 
turned out in a year, and this number, ‘‘ with improved 
machinery,” could be raised to 70,000.

A 43-ton gun largely consisting of steel is being con 
structed at the Royal Gun Factories in the Royal 
Arsenal at Woolwich, and one of the steel coils 100 ft. 
in length and weighing four tons was coiled with an 
amount of simplicity and success which fully demon- 
strated the workability of modern steel. Instead of 
the rigid brittle material which stee: ‘s generally sup- 
posed to be, the metal now produced at the Gun Fac- 
tories is almcst as elastic and docile as wrought iron, 
and at a very slight sacrifice of 1ts carbonic virtues can 
be produced in bars or plates as cheaply as iron and 
nearly as available for every purpose. These qualities 
deprive it of the objections hitherto entertained with 
regard to its employment in gun making, and the 43-ton 
breech-loader now in progress will, with the exception 
of the outer coil or jacket, be nearly all steel. In the 
experiments which have been carried out with the new 
material it has been found to be remarkably pure and 
free from lamine, or dross, which is always present to 
some extent in wrought irun, and its toughness has been 
g.tisfactorily proved by every kind of strain. Welded 
into a homogeneous mass it forms a cylinder of a quality 
which is said to have never hitherto been equalled. A 
new furaace for making the steel in bulk is in operation 
at the Guo Factories, and establishes a marvellous ad- 
vance upon the only method in vogue a few years ago 
when a bar of steel required for its production some 
hundreds of small crucibles.—London Times, Sept. 21. 
Tue Spanish military authorities have lately conclu- 
ded a series of trials of repeating rifles and carbines of 
various systems. ‘These were the Kropatschek, Krag- 
Petersen, Pieri, Lee, Winchester and Evans guns, The 
three latter gave satisfaction; the Kropatschek stood 
the trial well, but demanded too much force in manipu- 
lation; the Pieri required at the commencement to 
bave the breech opened with a mallet, and the action 
of the Krag-Petersen would not stand the tests.

24, from Green Bay, lice Fiord, Spe forwarded by 
the fishing steamer Fossog, we left here July 29, and after 
making the usual observations for compass deviation, stood 
te the northward, and on the 3lst sighted Bear Island, 
which was so surrounded by ice that it was 9 pe to get 
nearer than three miles to the land, although | remaived in 
the vicinity until the afternoon of Aug. 1 to see if the wind 
would no: open achsnnel, The same day spoke the tishiog 
vessel Haubet, of Aalsmed, and learned from the master 
that be had been around the island for a week, but had been 
prevented by the ice from getting nearer than tbree miles. 

South Cape was sighted Aug. 2, and on the 3d we steamed 
into Bel Sound and found it partially obstructed by ice ; 
therefore, after communicating with tishing v@ssels, went on 
to Ice Fiord and anchored in Green Bay Aug. 4. This is the 
most frequenved harbor i Spitzbergen, We found twenty 
vessels in and near it all engaged in cod fishing. The bay 
is well protected from all but N. E. winds, but, fike most of 
the Spitzbergen harbors, 1s very deep, and vessels of any 
size must anchor in from 25 to 30 fathoms of water, and 
then witbin a cable's length of the shore. From the /ossog 
I obtained a pilot for the north coast. 

Aug. 5 we left Green Bay and crossed Ice Fiord to Safe 
Haveu, which was found nearly full of ice. Lieut. Perkins 
eudeavored to find the tide mark left there by Professor 
Nordenuskjold :n 1864, but was unsuccessful in bis search, 
mee! from the crumbling of the rocks.

Frank Brown, a colored sesamin, belonging to the Lan- 
caster, came to New York and went ou a spree. Oct. 14 he 
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entered a pawushop and ran off with a watch. He was 
followed and captured and given into the custody of Officer 
Gibson, of the Seventh Precinct. When the prisoner 
appeared in the General Sessions Court he wore the uniform 
of the United States Navy. He pleaded guilty to a charge 
of iarceny, and, in explanation of his offence, said that he 
was suffering from the effects of his spree when he went to 
the pawoshop, and was not responsible for his actions, 
Judge Cowing said that under no circumstances could he 
accept drunkenness as an excuse for crima, and sentenced 
the seaman to one year in State prison. Brown, when 
arrested, had still two years to serve in the Navy. 

A WRITER in the Conlemporary Review set» forth an array 
of facts and figures which go far to prove that, contrary to 
the general impression, steam has not converted sailors into 
land-lubbers, According to his statements, it appeais that 
disasters at sea are relatively diminishing, year by year, 
Lloyds’ register showiog that the casualties last year were 
but one per cent. above the average of the preceding fourteen 
years, though the traffic has increased more than sixty per 
cent. since 1870.

ANOTHER PowerFuL Expexostve.--Naval and woilitary 
trials have been made at the Austrian arsenal of a new de- 
tonatiug composition, invented by an English engineer, and 
called by him ‘‘dynamoge.”” The initial velocity of the dy- 
namoge when fired from a rifle was from 323.9 to 356.3 
metres, against 295.6 to 302.2 metres with gunpowder. The 
firing with the latter was more accurate, but this is partly 
attributed to want of confidence on the part of the men 
using the new composition. The cartridges were of the same 
bulk in both cases, and 50 rounds of each kind were fired 
with great rapidity, when it. was found that while the barrel 
of the rifle fired with gunpowder was so hot that it could no 
longer be held, that fired with dynamoge was but little 
heated. The gunpowder also made the rifle very foul, but 
the dynamoge left so little residue that a piece of rag once 
passed through the barrel was sufficient to clean it.—

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THE QUESTION OF HEAVY GUNS. 
THE not altogether satisfactory experiments at Sandy 
Hook which have recently culminated in the catastrophe 
of a burst gun, must be regarded, in a measure at least, 
as a practical vindication of the views of those who 
have questioned both the wisdom of the administration 
of the ordnance problem and the practical value of the 
various plans of gun constiuction which have emauated 
from the office of the Constructor of Ordnance. Indeed, 
there are those who urgently contend that the assump- 
tion that the days of cast iron guns are numbered 
is erroneous. A very able, not to say conclusive, argu- 
ment has been presented by Mr. W. P. Hunt, President 
of the South Boston Iron Co., to the Board on Heavy 
Ordnance and Projectiles in favor of certain systems 
which are strongly recommended as applicable to heavy 
guns. The views of practical manufacturers of such 
experience must be of great interest and value, and we 
hope for an early opportunity of commenting at 
greater length upon this paper. The material, 
cast iron, which has been found so effective for 
smooth-bore guus cast on the Rodman system, caa, 
it is contended, be made equally effective for rifles. 
The charge and projectile in a rifle are relatively heavier, 
but there is !ess surface in the gun presented to pres- 
sure, the pressure is lighter, and the walls thicker; and 
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Ten Boston papers are naturally very unwilling to 
admit anything to the discredit of the 9th Massachu- 
setts, one of the t wo regiments sent to represent Massa- 
chusetts at Yorktown. We regret to say, however, 
that all our information is to the effect that there is 
altogether too much truth in the stories of the miscon* 
duct of members of the 9th. Possibly it may be well 
for some Boston paper in search of the truth to pub- 
lish the official letter on the conduct of the 9th, which 
was addressed to Gen. Hancock by the authorities of 
Richmond. Nothing is to be gained by ignoring noto- 
rious facts, and a little wholesome criticism at home 
would do the 9th Massachusetts a world of good just 
at this time. Our report is that the 9th Massachusetts 
was the best drilled and*the worst behaved regiment at 


with improved rifle ammunition balloting, wedging, 
etc., may be avoided and greater uniformity obtained 
than with the old ammunition, where the powder pres- 
sures varied with the same projectiles and the same 
weight of powder between the extremes of 41,000 lbs. 
pounds and 150,000 pounds. Similar variation has 
been found in other guns, a 12 in., with 64 lbs. of mam- 
moth powder and a 624 lb. projectile, giving for one 
shot 240,000 lbs. powder pressure and for the next shot 
79,000 ibs. Of the only two 8 in. Rodman rifles manu- 
factured, one endured over a thousand rounds, and was 
then burst under a pressure of 150,000 lbs., the projec- 
tile stripping and wedging. The other gun has beea 
fired nearly nine hundred times, and is still healthy, 
after enduring over one hundred strains of 75,000 lbs., 
and from that to 150,000 lbs., per square inch upon the 
surface of the bore. 

The 12 inch Rodman rifle at Fort Monroe endured, 
before bursting, nearly 500 rounds with experimental 
powders and projectiles of from 500 to 700 Ibs., some 
of which ‘‘stripped,” ‘‘ wedged,” or * upset,” the 
pressures running up to 50,000, 70,000, and 90,000 lbs. 
The 12.25 inch rifle at Sandy Hook has been fired, at 
last accounts, thirty times, the average powder pressure 
being 24,000 lbs. It becomes a question, therefore, 
whether the endurance of our converted guns is not due 


rather to the original casting than to the lining. In- 
deed, the experiments of Col. Laidley with the United 
States testing machine would seem tu show that a 
wrought iron lining weakens rather than strengthens a 
cast iron cylinder. Gen. Rosset, of the Italian service, 
it will be remembered, after a series of experiments 
with thirty different metals and combinations of metals, 
put wrought iron, with cast iron, at the foot of his list. 
It is not denied that the wrought iron tube is stronger 
than the cast iron, but is held that it changes its form 
more rapidly under the strain of discharge. It is be- 
lieved, therefore, ‘‘that the homogeneous reinforce of 
good American gun iron, with a high elastic limit, great 
tensile and transverse strength, and applied with mode- 
rate tension, would in all probability prove actually 
superior on the average to the Italian reinferce of fifty 
steel rings of possibly great but uneven tangential 
strength, uncertain temper, and deficient in transverse 
strength altogether.” These rings would add $50,000 to 
the cost of the gun, without any corresponding advan- 
tage. The test of steel, by the gauge of small speci- 
mens, is no criterion as to the strain it will stand in 
mass, the difference at times being as much as fifty per 
cent. 

This is the claim, as we say, aud certainly our old 
friend, cast iron, which has stood us in such good stead 
in smooth bore guns, is entitled to an unprejudiced 
judgment as to its value for rifles. This it will, we 
doubt not, receive from the Board on Heavy Ordnance. 

Even among those those ordnance officers who do not 
take such strong grounds as that just stated in favor of 
cast iron per se, it is claimed, we believe, that about the 
only merit of a wrought iron tube is, as applied to 
conversions, per se; that is, to reduce the bore, and 
that little, if any, strength is added to the cast iron 
structure by a lining of softer material. 2. This being 
so, that the coiled wrought iron tube is about the worst 
form to employ, since it is not only altogether deficient 
in trausverse strength, but has a welded spiral line of 
over cne hundred feet exposed to the action of the 
discharge; and, therefore, if guns must be converted, 
that lighter tubes of other material should be em- 
ployed, or at least experimented with, with a view 
both to endurance und economy. 3. That the em- 
ployment of a coiled wrought iron tube within a heavy 
steel jacket, and that in turn within a cast iron casing, 
is a combination without justification, and does vio- 
lence to the well-known physical properties and charac- 
teristics of the metals thus combined, because the coiled 
tube is not only superiluous, but has been all along 
proving itself unfit for a chambered gun, while the 
steel is on the wrong side of tae cast iron for the most 
useful effect. 4. That the record of steel in large 
masses is scarcely such as to justify its use as employed 
in the Crispin breech-loaders, while the successful 
proof of a single gun with the heavy breech-receiver of 
Whitworth compressed steel is scarcely justification 
fur the manufacture of a uumber of larger guns in 
which that part is made of a different material, namely, 
Firth’s steel. 5. That other than the Krupp system of 
breech-closing shvuld be tried, in order that both the 
letter and spirit of the recommendation of the Board 
of 1872 may be carried out; and that a policy which 
favors the spending of one-half of our ppropriations 
for the benefit of foreign capital and labor, at the ex- 
pense of our own, should not be encouraged. 6. That 
the conversion of guns should be discontinued, since 
our coast line is too great and ‘our smooth-bore guns 
too few and too useful for many positions (especially 
our 15-inch guns) to spoil by coaverting them into in- 
ferior rifles, at a cost that would probably procure new 
guns of greater power and better desiga, still retaining 
our smooth-bores as useful auxiliaries for coust defence. 
These views are, without doubt, worthy of most 
careful consideration ; and, as a prophecy fulfilled en- 
titles the prophet to respect, so, if the records of actual 
practice shall have proved consistent with the views of 
these critics, their opinions must have weight, and their 
case is much better than that of their opporents. 

A series of ominous incidents have occurred in the 
gun tests. These are: The more or less free opening of 
welds in every gun tested and the demoralization of the 
material at the seat of the charge; the cracking from 
breech to muzzle of the steel tube and jacket in one of 
the early converted, guns, in spite of which the light 
gun continued to endure battering charges for several 
hundred rounds; the blowing out ,of the tube of the 
10-inch heavy muzzle-loading rifle at the fourth or 
fifth fire, through the opening of a defective weld (the 
tube in this case constituting a projectile of 5,000 
pounds, to say nothing of the friction and the enormous 
power required to tear off the muzzle of the gun), the 
body of the gun sustaining no apparent injury; the 
discontinued proof of the new 12.25-inch rifle after 
thirty rounds, through fear of a similar accident; the 
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complete cracking through, necessitating early repair, 
of the tube of the 11-inch converted muzzle-loading 
rifle; the opening of welds in 8-inch tubes which have 
been chambered; the failure in a few rounds of the 
tube of the new and only 11-inch breech-loading rifle 
near the seat of the gas-check;* and, lastly, the de- 
struction, a few days since, of the new 8-inch con- 
verted breech-loader by rupturing at the third fire the 
heavy steel jacket in its thickest part, the gun body, as 
usual, being unimpaired. Such a series of accidents or 
failures cannot certainly by any ingenuity of reasoning 
be interpreted as complimentary to either the steel or 
the wrought iron, separately or in combination. The 
results, on the contrary, are decidedly to the credit of 
the Rodman guns which have formed the basis of 
these various structures, and give point to the various 
arguments which have been advanced from time to 
time for the development to its highest powers of our 
American gun iron, which, it seems to be conceded on 
all sides, must constitute at least an important and 
preponderating element in our heavy guns, if for no 
longer period than sufficient to cover that very indefinite 
time devoted to the development of the long sought 
but never attained ‘‘ best” system. 

Meantime, we presume, other 8-inch and 11-inch 
breech-loaders are in progress, and arrangements must 
be approaching completion for the fabrication of the 
four 12-inch breech-loaders; and in view of the failures 
at Sandy Hook the interesting question arises, shall all 
of these guns be completed on the present plans? For- 
tunately we have a board especially authorized to con- 
sider this matter, it having by the law convening the 
new Board on Heavy Ordnance been made part of its 
duty to consider this very question. 

The problem of the national defence is one worthy of 
the attention of the best talent which the service 
affsrds, and we scarcely know whether our forts or 
vessels make the most discreditable showing in respect 
to their armaments. 





ELECTRIC LIGHTING OF SHIPS OF WAR. 

Ir would seem that the practical character of the 
electric light, whether of the arc or incandescent type, 
is now sufficiently fully established to remove it from 
the doma:zn of speculation and experiment to that of 
fact. A letter in our columns some time since drew 
attention to this and plead most earnestly for the use of 
the incandescent lamp on board of our vessels of war. 
The gain to health would be great indeed ; the quality 
and quantity of the deleterious products of the com- 
bustion of the ordinary illuminating material being 
evident to the most casual observer who visits the berth 
deck of a cruiser in the middle watcb. 

As nearly as we can ascertain the cost of lighting our 
double decked vessel; is at least $2,500 per year—and 
it can not be so very much less for the larger single 
decked ones. The necessary plant for lighting electri- 
cally the larger vessel can be obtained for a sum not 
greater than $1,500 ; to this must be added the cost of 
the coal to run the engine, which would not be very 
great. Admitting for argument’s sake that this cost 
would be as much more per annum, we have in a 
three years’ cruise a saving of at least $1,500, besides 
the greatly increased comfort to men and officers who 
are now compelled to breathe the foul vapors given off 
from burning lard oil. 

As a matter of fact, however, the coal would not 
cost nearly so much. As a preventive in case of acci- 
dents, a storage battery should be provided, so that the 


dynamo machine could be stopped for several hours if! 


necessary. 

There can certainly be no difficulty whatever in sub- 
stituling a maxim or Edison lamp 1n the running lights 
for the candles now in use; and if every vessel were 
fitted, in addition with the torpedo search apparatus 
recently tried with such excellent results at the torpedo 
station, we should then have the officer of the deck 
furnished with a means of literally throwing a flood of 
light in the dark places. With such a light at com- 
mand, there need be little danger of a collision, for it 
would make it possible for one vessel to observe the 
movements of another more readily than can be done 
now. 


The Edison light has been tried on the steamers of | 
the Oregon Steam Navigation Company, and we have 


the authority of Mr. Henry Villard, President of that 
Company, for saying that it has been entirely satis- 
factory. 

Our ship lighting has improved but little in the last 
quarter of a century; in fact there could probably be 
found in the navigation storehouses of our Navy-yards

rupturing the steel by blowing out the breech, but ‘without 
injury to the cast iron. : 


some of the identical lamps and lanterns purchased in 
the early days of the war, and which our unfortunate 
(in this sense at least) tars are obliged touse. Improved 
forms of lanterns, introduced into the Royal Navy 
through the exertions of Capt. Colomb, caused a great 
saving in the anaoual bill for lighting Her Majesty’s 
ships, and there is a great field for improvement in our 
own service. We were not thought to be lagging in 
the rear twenty years ago. Why should we uot take a 
long step in advance now, and light our ships by the 
new agent? 

The Brooklyn is soon to go into commission. Why 
could not the experiment be tried on board her? If 
there is any difficulty in the way, owing to the wording 
of the appropriation bill, we trust the estimates for the 
ensuing year will be so worded as to admit a fair trial 
of the electric light on board at least one of our large 
cruising vessels. 








GENERAL SHERMAN, in reply to 1ecommendations 
that in contests where the carbine and rifle are both 
used, a percentage in favor of the carbine be allowed, 
says, ‘‘a diversity of opinion exists among officers 
respecting the comparative capabilities of the rifle and 
carbine as to the accuracy of fire. The question is not 
yet sufficiently settled to determine what changes, if 
avy, should be made in the scale of percentage repre- 
senting the shooting qualities of the two weapons. It 
is believed that the system of target firing now in pro- 
gress in the Army, will soon afford a solution of the 
question, and then any change found necessary will be 
made. As toa proposition to change the armament of 
the cavalry, a diversity of opinion exists in this matter 
also. It is found that of twenty officers of the 6th 
Cavalry, who expressed opinions with reference to the 
relative merits of the rifle and carbine, sixteen were in 
favor of retaining the carbine, and four in favor of 
changing to the rifle. It is observed, however, that 
those in favor of the carbine generally acknowledged 
that they had had little or no experience with the rifle, 
while those in favor of the rifle all claim to have had 
experience with both weapons, showing that the prac- 
tice of issuing a certain number of rifles to troops of 
cavalry is likely to lead eventually to the introduction 
of that arm for general use with mounted troops. The 
present cavalry armament was decided upon, only quite 
recently, by a Board of Officers of distinguished expe- 
rience in Indian warfare, and it is thought not advisa- 
ble to make changes not yet warranted by our present 
knowledge of the want of the service.” 








Tue story that Gen. Willcox parolled the Indians, 
George and Bonita, is pronounced unqualifiedly false by 
Capt. C. P. Eagan, Chief Commissary of the Depart- 
ment of Arizona, in an interview with a reporter of the 
Arizona Star. The following portion of the conversa- 
tion which follows a detailed account of the battle of 


Cedar Springs. is also of interest : 

Reporter—Do you mean to say, Captain, that the same 
troops who pressed the hostiles to Cedar Springs—fou :ht 
them near Grant—again fought the same Indians in the Dra- 
goon mountains, so far south of the railroad, within forty- 
eight hours ? 

Captain.—Yes, sir; Ido. They are the same troops, with 
the addition of two companies of the 9th Cavalry, under 
Capt. Carroll. who joined them at Willcox, having come from 
New Mexico for the purpose. But this was notall. These 
same troops have been marching all over the country, as we 
all know, and the very day before they started in pursuit 
had marched all the way from San Carlos to Camp Thomas. 

Reporter.—Wasn’t this something of an extraordinary 
march, considering the circumstances ? 

Captain.—I certainly considered it remarkable wheu it is 





known that, aside from extra marching in followimg trails, 
galloping and running animals to overtake fleeing Indians, 








fighting from 3 Pp. mM. until after 9p. m. of Sunday, fighting 
again on Tuesday, and traversing from San Carlos to the 
Dragoon mountains by the shortest road, under an Arizona 
sun, about 150 miles, I am sure it will be so considered by all 
right thinkivg persons, even though non-military men.

Mason Jonny Mix, 9th United States Cavalry, 
a veteran and gallant officer, died Wednesday, Octo- 
ber 26, 1881, at Kansas City, while en route from 
Fort Cummings, New Mexico, coming east on a sick 
leave, with Dr. St. Clair Street as his medical attend- 
ant. Maj. Mix entered the old 2d Dragoons as a pri- 
vate, April 11, 1852, and served therein until 1861, in 
the various grades of private, corporal, sergeant and 
1st sergeant. Onthe 14th of August, 1861, he was ap- 
pointed a 2d Lieutenant of the 2d U.S. Cavalry, and 
soon afterwards was appointed Major of the 3d New 
York Cavalry Volunteers, and promoted Lieutenant 
Colonel of that organization April 26, 1862. He re- 
signed from the volunteers in December, 1862, having 
in the meantime, on the 17th of July, 1862, been pro- 
moted ist Lieutenant, 2d Cavalry. He was promoted 
Captain October 10, 1865, and Major of the 9th Cav- 


volunteers he remained with the 2d Cavalry through 
the war, following its fortunes in various arduous cam- 
paigns in the States and Territories of Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, Montana, Wyoming and Dakota, until his pro- 
motion to a majority in the 9th Cavalry. His continu- 
ous and protracted hard work no doubt induced the 
severe malady with which he had for some time been 
afflicted, and which caused him finally to apply for a 
sick leave, when too late to afford a restoration to 
health. He had recently undergone a severe operation 
by the extraction of a tumor from his side. This, with 
other kindred ailments, terminated his long and 
valuable carevr. 








Tuk daily papers give a description of the casting by 
the Reading Iron Company of a model Lymann-Haskell 
accelerating or multi-charge gun. When completed the 
gun is to be tried at Sandy Hook. It is 25 feet long, 
with a six-inch bore, and along the bore are four addi- 
tional chambers for powder, the latter being succes- 
sively discharged after the initial charge of powder in 
the chamber has been fired. It is claimed that 180 
pounds of powder will throw a solid iron projectile 
weighing 150 pounds, at least ten miles, and that it will 
go through a solid mass of wrought iron nearly two feet 
thick. The pockets are loaded in the same manner as a 
breech loader, each pocket to contain 28 pounds of pow- 
der. The chamber is to contain 18 pounds. A velocity 
of 3,000 feet per second is claimed as attainable with 
the new gun. In a report on this gun, made June 17, 
1879, Major General W. McKee, Ordnance Department, 
U. 8. A., gives it as his opinioa that ‘‘ the gun can be 
made strung enough to be perfectly reliable and safe in 
firing.” He declares his belief in the feasibility of to- 
tally extinguishing windage in the gun. The diffi- 
culty he foresees is in loading the gun with sufficient 
rapidity, though when loaded it can be fired and given 
increased velocities. 








Unper date of October 12, Colonel R. N. Scott, 
U. S. A., in charge of the War Records Office at the 
War Department, makes his annual report to the Secre- 
tary of War of the progress in the publication of the 
Military Records of the War of the Rebellion. From 
the report it appears that by the act of June 16, 1880, 
Congress authorized the publication of 10,000 copies of 
each volume of the records that might be ready during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1831. Under that act 
seven volumes—five of Series I., and one each of Series 
IIL. and IVY.—were sent to the Public Printer. Of 
Series L, Vols. I. and II. haze been given to the public. 
Vol. III. has been completed, and will doubtless be de- 
livered by the Public Printer before Congress assembles, 
The text of Vols. IV. and V. have been stereotyped 
and they are being indexed. The text of Vol. I., Series 
III. and IV., has also been stereotyped. Under the 
current appropriation Vols. VI. and VII., of Series L., 
have been sent to the Public Printer; Vols. VIIL, [X., 
and X. are ready for him, and Vols. XI. to XIV. will 
be arranged during the current fiseal year. Colonel 
Scott, in concluding his report, thanks Messrs. Kirkley, 
of the A. G. O., and Tasker, of the War Department, 
for their zealous and most valuable assistance to the 
work, and recommends that they receive extra com- 
pensation. 








Apart from the national purpose sought in the cen- 
tennial celebration at Yorktown, and the international 
purpose effected—by showing that this country is not 
unmindful of the services rendered by generous ‘foreign 
alliance and volunteer aid, the exercises of last week 
had a distinct value in bringing together, in a sort of 
competitive parade and review, detachments from ali 
the branches of our military force—the Army, the 
Navy, the Marine Corps, and the State militia. The 
general features of the exercises we gave with great 
fullness last week. This week we present the results 
of the observations of several correspondents of the 
JouRNAL on the ground, with special reference to the 
military and naval exercises. This accouat will be 
found to be the fullest and most detailed criticism any- 
where published upon the most important military 
parade that has occurred in this country during the 
past fifteen years. Should avy error of fact or opin- 
ion have crept into our prolonged criticism, it will not 
have been, our readers inay be assured, for lack of care 
and labor in its preparation. 








‘Tus reception of the President by the Navy at York- 
town was a very handsome affair, and so was the pa- 
rade and review of the troups and sailors on shore. 
But lack of time unfortunately curtailed the other naval 
exercises. And there were some blunders about the 
French and German flags, for which our officers, 
who might seem to be responsible, were, as we 
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Eee 
learn, really not so. On the President’s yacht, the 
Despatch, the mistake was committed of hoisting the 
French and German flags together at the fore, the 
President’s flag flying at the main. We understand 
the rule to be that on the ship where the sovereign’s 
standard is flying (and the President was the repre- 
sentative of the sovereign people for the occasion) no 
other flag shall fly except the ensign at the peak and 
the jack on the staff forward. 








Tue Boston Journal thinks that ‘the salute to the 
British flag, by which the celebration of the surrender 
of Cornwallis at Yorktown was terminated, may be 
considered not only as a tribute of affection and esteem 
for another nation, but as an auspicious omen also. If,” 
it says, ‘the enmities and strifes which marked the 
relations of two peoples can be wholly obliterated in a 
single century, it is not too much to expect that the 
processes of time will at last effect a peace between all 
the nations of the earth. The roar of the saluting can- 
non at Yorktown but anticipates the day when all these 
hoarse heralds of war shall find their only use in pro- 
claiming, in loud but harmless tones, the confraternity 
of all the races of men.” 








Sivotair’s Light Battery C, 3d U. S. Art., and Pen- 
nington’s Light Battery A, 2d U.S. Art., are now on 
the return march to their posts from Yorktown. The 
recent experience of these batteries has been a trifle 
hard, but of much benefit. The first instalment of the 
5th U. 8. Art. has arrived North—Capt. G. W. Crabb’s, 
Battery I, which has taken post at Fort Schuyler, New 
York Harbor. The battery came from Atlanta to 
Yorktown, and came north on the St. John’s to its new 
post without returning to its former station. Batteries 
I (Hamilton’s) and L (Rodgers’) of the 2d Art., and 
Companies F (Hall’s) and H (Kellogg’s) of the 10th U. 
S. Inf., have been retained at Yorktown until Captain 
Forsyth and Lieut. Cobb can properly dispose of the 
immense amount of Government property at that point. 
The companies of the 10th Inf. will rejoin their stations 
early next week, but the batteries of the 2d Art. will 
remain for some time longer. 





Tue school of application at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., 
although hardly yet un fait accompli, may be said to be 
in a fair way for an early opening. Lieutenant General 
Sheridan has directed the commanding generals of the 
Departments of the Platte, Missouri, Texas and 
Dakota, each to send a troop of cavalry and a company 
of Iafantry to Fort Leavenworth for duty at the school 
as soon as possible after November 1 next, so that be- 
fore the 1st of January, 1882, we may expect to see the 
institution in thorough working order. 








Tue case of Capt. R. W. Tyler, retired, vs. the 
United States will, it is understood, come up in the 
Supreme Court about January 1. If taken up in its 
regular order on the calendar it would not reach action 
for two years.. The Attorney General, however, has 
promised Capt. Tyler an early hearing in his case. 








We learn from some of those likely to be best in- 
formed that, in their opinion, nothing will be cone in 
the matter of retirements of Army officers during the 
present special session of the Senate, but that the pres- 
ent vacancies on the Retired List will be filled before 
the regular session in December. 








As an illustration of the effect of a lack of proper 
Government support of private manufacturers of arms, 
we may say that the Sharps Rifle Company announce 
their withdrawal from the competition in a circular in 
which they use the following language : 

Nearly all the great foreign powers have erected and 
equipped national armories, and are no longer pur- 
chasers of small arms. The United States Government 
instead of fostering private armories by dividing even 
a part of its patronuge among American manufacturers 
and thus encouraging invention and progress beside keep- 
ing in existence the meens of promptiy arming the 
Army that would-have to be created in the event of a 
war, has adopted the mistaken policy of making, at an 
extravagant cost, its own arms at the National armories.

THE BUREAU OF STEAM ENGINEERING. 


Tue following history of the Bureau of Steam En- 
gineering from its organization to its present status was 
prepared by Passed Assistant Engineer Henry Webster, 
U. 8. N., after a careful inspection of documents in the 
Navy Department bearing thereon, and can be relied 
upon as a true and accurate statement of the founda- 
tion of this bureau. 

Although the first steamer for the United States Navy 
was constructed and launched in 1814, it was many 
years after that date before engineers, as such, were 
given a place in the-service, and several years again 





' Engineer Corps. 

Under date of Sept. 15, 1837, the Board of Naval 
Commissioners addressed a letter to the Hon. M. 
Dickerson, Secretary of the Navy, relative to the ap- 
pointment of engineers on board the United States 
steamer Fulton, which was the second steamer bearing 
this name built for the Navy, and was launched in 1837, 





week at Washington Barracks, by some of the marks-|. 


Under date of August 26, 1839, Mr. Charles W. Cope- 
land, of New York, was appointed ‘‘ Principal Engi- 
neer,” but, as a civilian, and not as an officer of the 
Navy. He held this position until August, 1842, when 
under act of Congress approved Aug. 31, 1842, section 
4, which provided ‘‘that the Secretary of the Navy 
shall appoint a skilful and scientific engineer-in-chief” 
- - Mr. Gilbert L. Thompson was so appointed as 
engineer-in-chief, and held the position from Sept. 1, 
1842, until Oct. 3, 1844. The Department of Steam 
Engineering at that time formed a branch of the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair, and the engineer-in-chief 
was regarded as an assistant to the head of that 
bureau. 

Mr. Thompson was succeeded by Eugineer-in-Chief 
Charles H. Haswell, whose appointment was dated Oct. 
8, 1844, and continued until Dec. 1, 1850. 

During this gentleman’s administration the power of 
appointment was changed from the Secretary of the 
Navy to the hands of the President, and in the act of 
Congress approved March 3, 1845, section 7, it is enacted 
**that in lieu of the mode heretofore provided by law, 
the engineer-in-chief shall be appointed by 
the President, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate.” <_ 

Gradually, as the Steam Navy grew under the neces- 
sities of the Government, the office of the engineer-in 
chief became more independent of the Bureau of Con 
struction and Repair, and its duties were more inti- 
entaly connected with the office of the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

On Dec. 1, 1850, Mr. Charles B. Stuart was commis- 
sioned as the successor of Mr. Haswell, and he in 
turn was succeeded by Engineer-in-Chief Daniel B. 
Martin, under date of October 18, 1853, remaining 
until Oct. 17, 1857. 

On this date Mr. Samuel Archbold was appointed en- 
gineer-in-cbief, and retained the office until the appoint- 
ment of Chief-Evgineer Benjamin F. Isherwood, U. 8S. 
N., on March 25, 1861. 

Mr. Isherwood remained in charge of the Department 
of Steam Engineering until March 15, 1869. During 
the period covered by this officer’s admivistration, Con- 
gress under an act approved July 5, 1862, provided 
**that there shall be established in the Navy Depart- 
ment the following bureaus, to wit Sixth A 
Bureau of Steam Engineering”’ ; This act also 
provided ‘‘ that the Presiclent of the United States, by 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate 
- Shall also appoint a chief of the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering, who shall be a skilful engineer, and 
be selected from the list of chief engineers of the Navy 
the said chiefs of bureaus to hold their said 
offices for the term of four years” . . . 
Chief Engineer James W. King, U. 5. N., became 
the next chief of this bureau on March 15, 1869, and 
continued until March 20, 1873, on which date Chief 
Engineer William W. W. Wood, U. 8. N., was con- 
firmed as his successor. 
Mr. Wood remained Chief of Bureau until Feb. 26, 
1877, when Chief Engineer Wm. H. Shuck, U. 8. N., 
was appointed to succeed him, and stiil holds the posi- 
tion, having reappointed Feb. 27, 1881. 
By act of Congress, approved March 3, 1871, it is 
provided that ‘‘The chiefs of the Bureau of . . . 
Steam Engineering . Shall have the relative 
rank of commodore while holding said position, and 
shall have respectively the title of Engiueer- 
in-Chief, . . and officers who have been or who 
shall be retired from the position of Chiefs of the Bu- 
reauof . . . Steam Engineering, . . . by rea- 
son of age or length of service, shall have the relative 
rank of commodore.” 
In a circular issued by the Secretary of the Navy, to 
commence July 4, 1867, entitled ‘‘ Duties of Bureaus,” 
the following section gives in detail the duties of this 
Bureau : 

BUREAU OF STEAM ENGINEERING. 
' The duties of the Bureau of Steam Engineering shall com- 
prise all that relates to the designing, buildiog, fitting out, 
repairing, and enginvering of the steam machinery used in 
naval vessels. 
It shall design the various shops at the navy-yards and 
stations where the work is executed, so far only as their in- 
ternal arrangements are cuncerued, and, after their comple- 
tion, shall have exclusive control of the same; but the con- 
struction and repairing of these shops shall not be done by 
the Bureau of Steam Engineering, nor shall the cost thereof 
be defrayed by it. 
It shall determine upon and furnish all the machinery, 
tools, stores, stationery, blank books, and forms used in the 
Engineer Department, materials, means, and appliances 
of every kind used in its shops, including fuel, and on 
board vessels, excluding fuel, and erect and repair the 
same. 
It shall make all the contracts for and superintend all the 
work doue under it. 
It shall have under its sole control the reception, inspec- 
tion, storiug, and preparation of all its materials, and the 
pay, organization, and mustering of the labor, including 
writers and dravghtsmen, at the yards and stations, masters, 
workmen, and laborers connected with it, and used entirely 
for its purposes. 
All reports, surveys, pay-rolls, and communications relat- 
~~ to its duties shall be addressed to and received from it. 

t shall estimate for aud pay from its own funds the cost 
necessary to carry out its duties as ubove defined. 


Under date of May 15, 1869, the following additions 
and modifications were introduced by authority of Se- 
cretary A. E. Borie: Orders relating to matters con- 
nected with the Bureau will be given to commandants 
of the Navy-yards, who will be held responsible for 
their execution. 

The Bureau of Steam Engineering, as at present or- 
ganized, comprises the chief of bureau, the chief clerk, 
one chief draughtsman, one assistant draughtsman, 
three clerks, one messenger, two laborers.

COUNT FOURS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


Sir: With reference to the letter of ‘‘B, 5 A.,” 
which appeared in your issue of the 8th instant, sug- 
gesting the adoption of a system of counting fours which 
he found in a certain ‘‘ foreign set of tactics,” I beg to 
state that such is the system in use in the British army; 
and as I have served in the ranks under both the Ameri- 
can and the British flag, I am able to testify that I 
have seen fewer mistakes and recounts under the latter 
system than under the former. And it seems obvious 
that when No. 1 of the frout rank turns his head and 
eyes to the left and, as it were, throws his number int» 
the face of No. 2, whose head and eyes are turned to 
the right and who in turn throws his number into the 
face of No. 3, and so on down the line, I say it seems 
obvious that the most inattentive man must under these 
circumstances wake up and number correctly ; it also 
prevents the faltering which is unavoidable when the 
head and eyes are square to the front, as the most 
acute attention will then oftentimes be at —_

‘Tux revision of the War treasure of the German Em- 
pire will shortly be made. This treasure, which is said 
to amount to 120,000,000 marks in gold coin, is depo- 
sited in the Julius Tower at Spandau. The two com- 
missioners whose duty it is to verify the treasure, each 
possess a key of the chamber in which it is kept, and 
the door opens only when the keys are applied simulta- 
neously. The treasure is divided into ten lots, and 
eavh lot is further subdivided into twelve others of 
1,000,000 marks each. This large sum of 120,000,000 
marks, or $30,000,000, earns no interest. 


Tue Berlin correspondent of the Daily Telegraph hav- 
ing had opportunity during his stay in Egypt to become 
personally acquainted with Tewrk Pasha and his Mir- 
isters, Riaz and Cherif, and baving conversed with them 
ou Egyptian affairs, offers the following explanation of 
the causes which lcd to the recent mutiny in Cairo: 
‘* There is,” he says, ‘‘ no mystery whatever in the mat- 
ter as soon as we keep to facts. History—as far as my 
knowledge goes—offers no example of the reduction of 
an army to half its size, the disbandiog of hundreds of 
officers and thousands of soldiers not only without pen- 
sions, but with arrears of pay of one, two, or even 
three years of service, taking place without producing 
disaffection and mutiny or brigandage, if not anareh 
aud civil war. The evil from which Egypt is now suf. 
fering dates from the time when Ismail Pasha’s dream 
of a kingdom that was to extend from Syria and Arabia 
to the confines of Tunis, and from the Mediterranean tu 
Zauzibar, led to an unwarranted augmentation of the 
Egyptian army, followed by wars with Darfur, with 
King John of Abyssinia, and by attacks on the Galla 
tribes. Tewfik, the present Khedive, and Riaz clearly 
saw the necessity of reducing an army which had be- 
come quite unnecessary, was costing much money, and 
was the only element ot danger in one of the most 
easily-governed countries of the world. But they fell 
into the mistake of fancying they might disband regi- 
ments without in any way providing for the unpaid 
officers and men. This mistake was a grievous one, for 
the very natural disaffection of the troops was sustained 
and increased by a national and a religious grievance. 
As Fellahs, and even if of Arab descent, they had no 
chance of promotion to the high posts, which have for 
ages been reserved for the Turks. As Mussulmans, they 
daily saw Christians being preferred to them for the 
railway and the higher Civil Service; and in the land 
measurement, where they would have been glad to serve 
for £200 a year, they heard of posts of £1,000 a year 
given away to Englishmen and Frenchmen.” 


CENTRALIZATION and red tape seem to have reached 
their most perfect development in Burmah. If, says 
the Allahabad Pioneer, ‘*A chimney smokes in the 
barrack at Rangoon, the officer commanding the troops 
who occupy the building refers the matter to the prop- 
er staff officer, whoever he may be; he communicates 
with the military staff at Madras, and the commander- 
in-chief at that presidency brings the question to the 
notice of the local Government. The Government of 
Madras then addresses the Government of India at 
Simla, and the papers on the subject travel about that 
station fur a while in boxes. There a despatch is pre- 
pared, and finally sent to the Cnicf Commissioner of 
British Burmah, who sets the machinery of his admin- 
istration in motion, and thea the officer in charge of 
military works at Rangoon sends for a mistree, and 
the chimney is set torights. Some impatient reformers 
want to alter the system, but the army organiza- 
tion authorities of the Indian Office declare that the 
greatness of the British empire in the East has grown 
under the existing system, aad that it is better to let 
well alone.” 


_OrF the 4,332 rounds fired by the British garrison ar- 
tillery in practice during the years 1880-81, 3,797 were 
fired from rifled guns aud 535 from the “ Brown Bess” 
of the artilieryman.

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THE YORKTOWN REVIEW, 


(From our Special Correspoadcnt ) 

Tue story of the Yorktown celebration, its pleasures and 
annoyances, its thousands of visitors driven away through 
bad management and lack of accommodations, its splendid 
receptions to our foreign guests, its dirt and discomforts, 
have been told again and again in such plain terms that 
throughout the land the centennial of Yorktown has been 
pronounced a failure. And yet, notwithstanding the tales so 
often told, the large majority of which cannot be refuted, 
from the true standpoint—its military features—the celebra- 
tion was a most complete success, and of this military dis- 
play, and this only, is it our purpose to treat. 

Every State in the Union was invited to send representa- 
tives; but especially were the original thirteen States of 
the Republic expected to join in the Centennial of the siege 
and surrender, which one hundred years ago gave to America 
its independence. Ample preparations had been made for 
the accommodation of the troops, and though visiting citi- 
zens perhaps suffered, the militiamen were amply provided 
for. The site of the camp was laid out under the super- 
vision of officers of the United States Engineer Corps, and 
when the troops from the various States arrived the grounds 
were ready for occupation, while the officers and men of the 
U. 8. Army were ready and willing to aid and assist the 
State troops in establishing their camps and pitching their 
tents. In the majority of cases this was indeed a most 
needful assistance, and the thanks of the National Guards- 
men were unstinted, while especially in the Southern con- 
tingent were the praises of ‘‘the Regulars” enthusiastically 
sounded. This most generous action of the Army draws 
still tighter that bond of friendship, which of late years has 
been growing between the Regular forces and the State 
troops, while during the camp the Regulars hastened to 
acknowledge that the citizen soldiers, though heretofore 
accredited as being holiday troops, could soon be made fit to 
meet the requirements of camp duty. These men, drawn 
frum the counting house and workshop, yet having learnt ia 
the drill rooms and armories the rudiments of the duty of a 
soldier, were, with few exceptions, as prompt to recognize 
and obey all rules and regulations, as were the professional 
soldiers. Many Governors and Legislators who in years 
past have prunounced the militia a useless expense on their 
States, claxsing them as mere parade ornaments for special 
occasions, have had, by this week’s camp at Yorktown, their 
eyes opened to the merits and advantages of the National 
Guard, and have returned to their homes convinced that the 
system now in use needs but a fostering care, assistance and 
appreciation, and that at any time should the country re- 
quire troops, to repel foreign invasion or protect the laws: 
each and every State has its quota of citizen soldiers, who at 
@ moment's notice are ready to take the field. We may ex- 
pect that, as for once the several Governors have witnessed 
the excellent equipment and proficiency of the National 
Guard of the States, instead of the withdrawal of aid 
and the cutting down of legitimate expenses, all will be ready 
and willing to ask for the necessary appropriations to place 
their troops on a solid footing, at the same time so amend- 
ing their State laws that the volunteer soldier will be held to 
the full duty required by the State from her able-bodied 
citizens. In his address at Yorktown the Hon. R. C. Win- 
throp said: **The Army and Navy must be adequately 
maintained for the defence of our coasts, and commerce, 
and boundaries, aud the militia not neglected for domestic 
exigencies.” 

Among the first of the State troops to arrive at camp—the 
Regulars were already established and ready and willing to 
aid and assist in the pitching of tents, etc.—were the 5th 
Maryland, and accompanying detachments, with Brig.-Gen. 
J. R. Herbert in command. It was a most fortunate circum- 
stance that the Maryland troops were on the ground at this 
early day, for but for their band the ceremonies cf Sunday 
would have been flat, indeed. On Monday Vermont and 
Rhode Island were on the ground, followed by Georgia and 
Kentucky, while Michigan, with its splendid body of troops, 
were quartered during the night. New Jersey also arrived 
on this day, tired and worn out, the break down of the rail- 
road causing them to complete an “ old time marcb,” which, 
though the roads were good, was trying to men fresh from 
the workshop, etc. New Jersey's contingent suffered on this 
forced march, but once in camp, and having become accus- 
tomed to the life of a soldier in active service, proved them- 
selves equal to every emergency and sustained the reputation 
of the State, which works without talk. The mass of the 
Southern troops reached the field by early morning and dur- 
iog the following day, all tired and foot sore and ready to 
drop at the first halt. Their camps, however, had been pre- 
pared by the Regulars, and ali that was necessary was for 
commanding officers to march to quarters and their men 
were happy. On the morning of the 18th the 9th Massachu- 
setts arrived from Richmond, bringing with them the stories 
of “the passage.” Richmond was itself again, the seat of 
war having been transferred to Yorktown. Unfortunately 
martia) Jaw did not exist, so the Massachusetts troops had it 
all their own way, until dinner call quelled the tumult. 
Delaware was next to arrive, followed in the afternoon by 
the Virginia troops escorting the 13th regiment of New York. 
All were now in position but Pennsylvania and Connecticut, 
but before noon on Wednesday the Pennsylvania regiment 
marched by ;the various encampments, and their solid 
bearing, splendid fronts, correct alignments and distances, 
with their regular step, brought forth round after round of 
applause. The duty of the hour was forgotten, guard 


mounts were neglected, and the mass of spectators rushed to 
witness the passage of the Keystone troops. It was a grand 
ovation and one well deserved. 

THE ENCAMPMENTS. 

The camp was situated on the Temple farm, about one 
mile from the steamboat landing, and was reached through a 
narrow, dusty road. The tents were erected in two lines, 
with a third line running at right angles, the irregularity 
being caused by the formation of the ground, which is 
broken by a deep ravine to the left and rear of the first line: 
On the main avenue, Michigan having the extreme left, the 
first as you enter camp, the quarters of the governors and 
their staffs held the outer line, the regiments being formed 
in their rear. Kentucky followed Michigan, and then came 
Vermont, Rhode Island and North Carolina. New York, with 
the splendid quarters of Governor Cornell, held the post of 
honor, the very centre of the camp, facing the Moore House, 
and thanks to the foresight and zeal of Gen. D. D. Wylie, 
Chief of Ordnance of New York, the encampment was not 
only in thorough condition in every minute detail, but the 
notable representative type of State headquarters in the 
field. In its immediate rear was the camp of the 13th regi- 
ment, which, though limited as to space, was the very per- 
fection of a military encampment. On the right of New 
York, and extending along the field, was the camp of the 
Virginia Brigade, under Gen. Fitz Hugh Lec, everything in 
apple-pie order. On the south line was New Hampshire, 
South Carolina and Connecticut, while extending along the 
rear of tho Virginia troops were Maryland, Pennsylvania and 
Massachusetts. On the opposite side of the road was Dela- 
ware, flanked by the most picturesque camp on the ground, 
New Jersey. This camp was a model of neatness, and being 
backed by dense woods and off the main line, was free from 
the enormous quantity of dust which penetrated every por- 
tion of the other camp. New Jersey had made ample pre- 
parations for the comfort of her troops, the number of tents 
were more than sufficient, while every one was floored. It 
was, without exception, the cleanest camp during the week, 
not even excepting the regulars, and all who visited their 
quarters were lavish in praises of the good order and discip- 
hue maintained. Georgia held the right of this line, the 
Veterans of the Soldiers’ Home being in the circle on their 
right, a belt of woods affording a protection from the sun. 
These Veterans were the happiest people in the camp, and 
the number of old war stories, of the fights and retreats of 
the Peninsula, the building and ocenpation of the fortifica- 
tions in Yorktown in 1862, with the trials and vicissitudes of 
the retreat of McClellan, would take page upon page of the 
JouRNAL to tell. I spent many a pleasant hour in this camp» 
and at any and all times was sure of meeting the Veterans of 
the Confederate Army ready as of yore to give and take, and 
drinking from the same canteen. This meeting of the old 
soldiers of the late war, both North and South, was produc- 
tive of many pleasant reminiscences, one of which it may not 
be out of place to repeat. While at the quarters of the New 
Jersey troops I met a gentleman named Withers, now city 
editor of the Cincinnati Commercial, but who, twenty ycars 
ago, commanc ed a Kentucky regiment, and was supporting 
the Norfolk Battery at a place called Warwick Creek, about a 
mile west from the present camp. It appears that bis force 
was being thinned by the sharpshooters from the Federa, 
line, and re-enforcements were sent for. While awaiting the 
fresh troops his men sought the nearest shelter, he in the 
meanwhile smoking his favorite meerschaum in the shadow 
of astump. On the report of the orderly announcing the ar- 
rival of the re-enforcement, he laid down his pipe in order to 
assign the men to their positions, but on his return he found 
the spot covered with some 6 or 8 feet of earth. Of course he 
could not displace the breast works, so contented himself 
with blazing the stump, trusting at somv future time to re- 
turn and dig out his pipe. He then said, “ the time has 
come and I am to-day going to dig for meerschaum.” During 
the recital of this story the listeners were most attentive, 
and at its conclusion an officer in the uniform of the 8th 
New York stepped forward and, grasping Major Withers by 
the hand, announced himself as the commandant of the 
Federal outpost which had caused the trouble in the Nor- 
folk battery and consequent loss of the pipe. It was Lieut. 
Col. F. A. Schilling, now of the 8th New York, but then a 
captain in the 55th New York Volunteers. Tale after tale 
was then told, other officers, both from the North and South, 
joining in, and to the popping of champaign corks in the 
quarters of Lieut. Col. Campbell, of New Jersey, the battles 
of Williamsburgh, Seven Oaks and Savage Station were 
fought over again. 

The camp of the Regular troops was on the outside of the 
line of breastworks, and were on three sides of a square, 
the headquarters of Gen. Hancock and his staff being on the 
bluff to the right. It is needless to say that everything per- 
taining to this camp was perfection itself. Directly opposite 
the quarters of Governor Cornell, New York, was the his- 
toric Moore House, desiguated as the quarters of the French 
and German guests, while still further to the right and fac- 
ing the militia camp were the tents of the Masonic fraternity 
and Knight Templars, the building of the Centennial asso- 
ciation and the pavilion occupied the remaining space. 
Every provision had been made for the comfort of the men. 
Water was in abundance, carried through large pipes to the 
quarters of each regiment. The commissary departments 
were well attended to, and but for the clouds of dust which 
were flying from every quarter the men would not have a 
single cause for complaint. 

Monday and Tuesday, Oct. 17 and 18, were hot days in 
camp, and as in the majority of the commands on the 





cuted, the men suffered somewhat from the dust and heat, 
The surgeons, however, were watchful that water was not 
too freely used, while a good dinner and the noon day rest 
soon placed the men on a solid footing. 

I would here say that with but few exceptions the sanitary 
condition of the grounds were excellent during the early 
days, but on Thursday many of the regimental camps pre- 
sented a most filthy appearance, the negro cooks and waiters 
being allowed full swing, to do as they pleased. In one 
place, on the flank of the Virginia and Maryland camps, I 
observed several sides of beef, which, not being considered 
good enough to cook, were thrown out on the field and left 
to rot in the sun. 

The heat continued intense until late into Tuesday night, 
when a complete change took place in the atmosphere. It 
became bitterly cold, with a smart rain squall and almost a 
hurricane of wind, and the men who in the early evening 
dispensed with clothing and blankets, were glad to avail 
themselves of every particle of covering they could obtain, 
Several of the detachments, especially the Southern militia, 
were but ill provided with great coats, and the men on post 
in the camp guards suffered from the sudden change. This 
was at once observed by the sentries of the Northern troops, 
and a loan of blankets ard overcoats was promptly made. 
The soldiers from Delaware and North Carolina were abso- 
lutely bare of general comforts when they entered camp, but 
the men from New Jersey promptly attended to the wants of 
the Delaware boys, furnishing them with candles, coffee, and 
rations, and with overcoats for their guard, while the New 
York 13th, from their ample stores, in a like manner glad- 
dened the hearts of the men from the Tar State, North 
Carolina. These were the acts of true soldiers, and were 
duly appreciated. 

With reveille on Wednesday morning the camp was astir, 

and though the air was raw and chilly the men turned out 
for roll call and drill. After breakfast camp guards were 
mounted, and here I had an excellent chance to test the drill 
and discipline of the various troops. 
In Massachusetts, New Jersey, New York, and Michigan 
the ceremony of guard mount was excellently rendered, 
Officers, sergeants, and men being well upin every detuil. 
Portions of the Virginia troops were in fine shape, while 
others showed & most woful lack of iustruction. 


The 5th Maryland, from which great things had been ex- 
pected, were in the very greenest of green conditions, the 
large majority of that command being recruits, while in 
North Carolina the duty was the mere semblance of soldier. 
Men and officers were in uniform, but were completely over- 
shadowed by the band, whose foreman, as the leader was 
termed by some of the spectators, seemed to consider tuat 
the ceremony was executed for his especial benefit. He was 
everywhere at once, and though the adjutant, who did ex- 
hivit some slight knowledge, endeavored to restrain him, he 
was determined to, and did, show off his band, greatly to the 
amusement of the lookers on. The passage in review of this 
guard was of the most ridiculous kind; the platoons, mere 
squads of six files, were wheeled and dressed in a “‘ go-as- 
you-please” fashion, without regard to distance or align- 
ment, while the band wheeled out to the right instead of 
the left, completely covering the officer of the day and bring- 
ing the column to a stand still. In vain the adjutant tried 
to cover the blunder, the band would not move unless by 
orders of its foreman, and, as he was most completely mysti- 
fied, the guard was broken into column of fours and marched 
off the ground. The look of disgust on the face of the band 
master as he saw the guard marching off convulsed the spec. 
tators with laughter. He consoled himself, however, by the 
immediate performance of several pieces, and then marched 
to quarters in triumph. This band was only one specimen of 
the many in camp, especially with the Southern troops, and 
visitors desiring a hearty laugh could always obtain one by 
attending the ceremonies of these troops when their bands 
were in attendance, 


After guard mount nearly all the regiments in camp were 
assembled for battaiion drill, and here again, as Mrs. Part- 
ington says, ‘comparisons were odorous.” The drills of 
the 13th New York were sherp and clean, but their manual 
was most defective. In New Jersey the mixed command 
was readily observed, and though the marchiugs were 
gocd, the orders of the instructor were not always 
promptly understood nor readily executed. In Virginia the 
formations were straggling, while, as in New Jersey, the 
formation of the battalions—mixed companies who rarely 
come together—was a drawback to the execution of the 
movements. By company, however, the Virginia troops ap 

peared to most excellent advantage, some of the movements 
being fully equal to the work of any company on the ground 

I witnessed a special drill of the Norfolk City Guard, 1st 
Virginia, and most freely assert that their promptness, dis- 
cipline, marching, and manual were as good as those of any 
on the field. The drill and discipline of the cadets of the 
Virginia Military Institute, eight companies, attached to this 
brigade were of the very best, and not once was I enabled 
to catch them napping, though witnessing guard mount, 
dress parade, and drill. 

To the 9th regiment, Massachusetts, however, must be 
awarded the palm for drill, particularly in the manual of 
arms. This manual was as near perfection as human skill 
may ever hope to attain, and the several motions, whether 
from carry to support, or right shoulder, secure or reverse, 
were almost automatic, the eight companies executing the 
orders as one man. It was, without exception, the best 
manual that I have ever seen. The manwuvres of the batta~< 
lion were, however, not without defect, the step was short

I was not present when the 
9th passed through Richmond, 89 cannot speak from personal 
knowledge, but the stories of their behavior, as told by offi- 
cers of the 13th New York, and the bitter feeling expressed | 
by the citizens of Richmond leads me to believe that, though 
the ta'es may be somewhat exaggerated, the conduct of the 
9h during their stay at the Virgiuia capital was not without 
reproach, and subjected the command to criticisms which 
should cause both officers and men to blush, 

On this Wednesday afternoon I witnessed a special dress 
parade and review of the Jersey Battalion, given in honor 
of Governor Ludlow, who was accompanied by Governor 
Hall, of Maryland, and his staff. The equalization was ten 
commands, 24 full files, the formation for dress parade 
being correct, though exceedingly slow. The manual of the 
several companies was clean, the honors, however, remain- 
ing with tho-e of the Patterson Battalion, 4th and 6th in line. 
The present was well rendered, while the steadiness of the 
command was warmly commended. At the close, through 
some special orders of Col. Grubb, the officers failed to re- 
turn th: ir swords at the ‘‘ parade dismissed,” while after the 
dispersal of the officers the 1st sergeants failed to close ranks, 
ete. The review, which was simply a marci past, the Gov- 
ernor declining to inspect the line, was generally correct, 
though several of the salutes might have been easily im- 
proved upon The battalion showed to most excellent ad- 
vantage, and well deserved the warm praises of the specta- 
tors. This review was at 4 Pp. M., so that I had plenty of 
time in which to witness the parades of the 9th Massachu- 
setts, the Virginia Cadets and 13th New York. The dress 
parade of the cadets was splendidly executed, leaving little, 
indeed, to be desired; and yet it fell short when compared 
with the same ceremony as performed by the Massachusetts 
regiment, with its clock-work manual. That I was specially 
delighted with this manual, as shown in the drill of the 
morning, I have already stated, but the steadiness and per- 
fection exhibited at this dress parade needs to be seen to be 
appreciated. Of the 13th New York I can only speak in terms 
of praise, and thongh the ceremony was rendered in hand- 
some style, Dodworth’s splendid band adding to its attrac- 
tiveness, it would not stand comparison with either Massa- 
chusetts, the Virginia Cadets or New Jersey. I was not able 
to witness the dress parades of the regular soldiers, so can 
not make comparisons. In the evening, after serenading 
Governor Cornell of New York, the band of the 13th visited 
the quarters of the foreign guests, where for an hour it dis- 
coursed some of the choice music of the day. The officers 
of the regiment were formally introduced to the French and 
German officers, and a most agreeable evening was spent. 

THE REVIEW. 

Thursday, 20th, was the day of all days, the grand review 
by President Arthur being set down for 10 a.m. The morn- 
ing opened cold and lowering, and many prophesied a storm 
before noon. The weather, however, was lost sight of in the 
avxiety about the fate of the Connecticut delegation. Gov. 
Bigelow, with his staff; the State officers, members of the 
Legislature and the lst regiment, had sailed from New 
Havevjon Monday, and should have reached Yorktown early 
oa Wegquesday mornivg. Their camp had been pitched under 
the direction of Col. 8. J. Fox, Asst. Adjt. General of the 
State. Everything was in readiness, but up to this time no 
news had been received from them. In this case no news 
was not good news, and the anxicty in the camp was really 
oppressive, all manner of rumors being circulated as to their 
probable fate. As the day advancei the clouds broke, and 
the sun shone forth in ail its splendor, making the hearts 
of both soldiers and citizens glad. The regular duty of the 
moraing was abandoned, the hours between breakfast and 
assom ly being devoted to the brushing of uniforms and pol- 
ishing of equipments. At 9 a. m. the preparatory signal was 
sound-:d, and by 10 the troops were formed in column of 
companies, extending around the field, the brigade of regu- 
lars having the right and the Michigan troops tue left, with 
ths two mounted batteries on the general parade, opposite 
the grand stand ‘action front,” ready to fire the salute for 
the President. The usual camp colors were established, but 
the fl:g to iadicate the post of the reviewing officer was over- 
lovked. This slip, shght as it was, caused considerable con: 
fusion during the march past, for officers could nut distin- 
guish the reviewing party among the m1ss of spectators, and 
the majority of the salutes were delivered afier passing the 
President. The reviewing pariy arrived in due season, the 
boomiog of cannon announcing to the troops and the thou- 
sands of spectators that the Presijent and the special guests 
hid arrived. The grand stand, built under the superintend- 
ence of U. 8. Enyiueer officers, was specially arranged for the 
comfort of the distinguished guests, and was most tastefully 
embeliished with French, German and American flags. Pres- 
ident Arthur occupied the centre, with Senator Davis, Presi- 
dent pro tem of the Senate, the Cabinet officers and the 
French and Germans surrounding him, while on either side 
were the Governors of the several States, accomp.nied by 
heir brilliant staffs. 


' rade crowd on both sides and in front of the stand, dock, wae 
the air ring with cheers and huzzas of weicome. Viewed 
from this stand, the grounds presented a truly splendid ap- 
pearance. To the left and circling the field were the solid 
columns of troops, backed by the white tents with their 
| gorgeous display of flags and bunting. In the foreground 
were the light batteries, with fiery horses, bright uniforms aud 
dancing plumes, while in the near front were the thousands 
of enthusiastic citizens, men and women. It was a sight, 
| once seen, never to be forgotten; and though our special 
guests may have witnessed (in Paris and Berlin) larger 
bodies of soldiers formed for review, the enthusiasm here 
| displayed was wanting to complete the picture. ‘‘ Which 
| Shall be first?” in doing the honors seemed to be the ques- 
| tion, and from appearances all were first. It was an Ameri- 
} can celebration, and carried out in true American style. The 
weather was perfect. Slight clouds flitted across the sky, 
dimming the glare of the noonday sun, while the fine sandy 
dust filled the atmosphere, covering General, private and 
civiliun alike, and being purely cosmopolitan ia its disregard 
of persons, for, from the President to the little pickaninuy, 
all were covered. Tais dust was the only drawback to the 
grand review. 
THE REGULAR BRIGADE. 

A ringing cheer from the right of the column of troops 
attracts the attention, and when the martial form of General 
Hancock is seen emerging from the ravine on the right of 
the Regular’s camp, the cheer is re-echoed along the line. 
The General and his staff assumed position on the right of 
the column, and the signal to march was given. This 
marching salute was the largest and most complete seen in 
the United States since the grand review in Washington at 
the close of the war, and though the officers and men en- 
gaged were not all veterans, the very choice of the troops of 
each State, with the exception of New York, were present. 
Each State had a rival in its neighbors, and each was deter- 
mined to do its best. It was then no wonder that the for- 
eign officers, as well as other guests, heartily manifested 
their appreciation of the steadiness, marching and discipline. 

The column passed in the following order: Major-Gen, W. 
S. Hancock and staff, who, after saluting, wheeled out, the 
General taking position with the reviewing party. The bri- 
gade of Regulars headed the column, commanded by Brevet 
Brig.-Gen. Henry B. Clitz, Col. 10th U. 8. Infantry, followed 
by the first battalion, four ccmpanies, 16 files, from the 2d 
and 5th regts., U. 8. Artillery, Major Richd. H. Jackson, 5th 
Art., in command. A spontaneous cheer greeted the Regu- 
lars as they swung by with steady step, perfect alignments, 
and most graceful salutes. The battalion from the 
3d Art., Bvt. Brig.-Gen. Gustavus A. De Russy commanding, 
four companies, 16 files, fullowed, in every way the equal of 
the ist Battalion. Their marching was of the steadiest, and 
their splendid alignments received the warmest commenda- 
tion from the spectators. Four companies, 16 front, from 
the 1st U. 8. Artillery, under Bvt. Lieut.-Col. Royal T. 
Frank, composed the 3d Battalion. But one company, the 
third, fully maintained the steadiness and aliguments of the 
artillery battalion. 

The battalion from the 10th U.S. Infantry, four com- 
mands, 16 front, brought up the rear of the Regular bri- 
gade, with Brevet Lieut.-Col. Robert H. Hall in command. 
The marching, distances, alignments, and salutes of this 
battalion were not up to the standard, and suffered by com- 
parison with the battalions of artillery. 

THE NAVAL BRIGADE. 


The Naval Brigade was next in the column, Captain 
Richard W. Meade, of the Vandalia, commanding. The 
composition of the brigade was given in the JourNat of last 
week. Ensign ‘CO. 8. Rogers, announced as on the general 
staff, acted, instead, on the personal staff of Capt. R. W. 
Meade, in place of Cadet Mid. H. B. Wilson, previously an- 
nounced. The grand total parading was 86 officers and 
1,026 men. If to these be added boat keepers and officers in 
charge of boats and steam launches, at point of embarka- 
tion, the grand aggregate of men leaving the squadron for 
naval brigade duty will be 1,204 officers and men. By direc- 
tion of Capt. Meade, the colors were draped with crape, iu 
memory of the late President; each battalion, in addition to 
the detail provided for by the Rear-Admiral, had attached to 
it two signal men properly equipped with day flags. The 
men having canteens wore them, filled with water or cold 
coffee, and carried with them in their cartridge boxes a 
ration of biscuit—the ‘‘ formers” of the boxes being taken 
out of the boxes to admit of this. Capt. Meade had, in his 
detailed orders for landing, provided as follows: 

When the boats arrive opposite the wharf near the Grand 
Pavilion, they will form under oars in columns parallel to the 
shore, as follows: 3d Battalion’s boatr nearest the shore, 
then Ist, 2d, 3d, and 5th. The steam launches (having cast 
off the pulling boats) will then land the Marines and bands 
at once, after which they will steam out of the way so as to 
allow the boats containing 3d Battalion to land, to be fol- 
lowed in turn by Ist Batialion aud so on. 

As each division of boats completes its work, the boat 
keepers will haul their boats clear of the wharf and anchor 
them in lines para'lel to the shore, 

The Marines, on reaching the top of the hill opposite the 
Grand Pavilion mentioned iz General Order No. 2, will 
march ‘column right” to the plateau overlooking York 
River and form well on the ri;ht near the color to be planted 
facing to S. W.; the other battalions will take their respec- 
tive positions, formiag on the Marines, as given in General 


Order No. 2.

These orders were carried out, and the brigade was in fine 
marching order. It was headed with a battalion of four 
companies, 16 files, U. 8. Marines, under Captain Percival O. 
Pope. The appearance of this command was magnificent, 
and from its steady marching and perfect alignments it was 
inferred that if the U. 8S. soldiers desired to excel the Mili- 
tia, the Marines hoped to excel the Regulars, and this in 
fact they did accomplish, for a more perfect passage could 
hardly have been made. It was unexpected, too, by the 
mass of spectators, and the surpzise evinced at the display 
made by the lst Company was followed by a hearty recog- 
nition as the 2d, 3d, and 4th Companies went swinging by. 

The applause for the Marines had hardly died away on the 
right, when they were again taken up on the left as the ist 
Battalion of sailors came iuto view. From time immemorial 
Jack has been a favorite, at all times and in all places, and 
though his freedom has been often condémned, his hearty 
good nature and manly spirit has made even his delinquin- 
cies enticing. That he is an especial favorite with the 
American public was shown by the warm reception given the 
head of the column, increasing as battalion after battalion 
passed the grand stand. The 1st Battalion was fiom the 

Tennessee, under Lieut.-Comdr. Edward L, Amory, four 
companies, 16 files, with pioneers, stretchermen, signal men, 
etc., 18 officers and 158 men. The 2d Battalion was made up 
from the Vandalia and Kearsurge, four companies 16 front 
ander Lieut.-Comdr. Horace Elmer, 17 officers and 159 men. 
The Trenton and Yantic furnished the 3d Battalion, four 
companies, 15 ofticers and 173 men, under Lieut.-Comdr. C. 
N. Gridley; while the 4th Battalion, 12 officers and 156 men, 
were all from the Portsmouth, and were in charge of Lieut.- 
Comdr. Albert 8. Snow. These were followed by an artillery 
battalion from the Saratoga, Lieut. John C. Soley in com- 
mand, four platoons, divided by a color guard, each platoon 
having two guns and 40 mea. The total of this baitslion 
was 10 officers 186 mev. The marchiag of the sailors was 
excellent, but the silates of the officers were as a rule poor. 
They were anything but graceful, and lacked snap in the 
delivery. The band from the Franklin, with the apprentice 
boys from the training ships dragging eight Gatling guns, 
brought up the rear of the Naval Brigade. Capt. Meade re- 
ce ved the heartiest congratulations from the French officers 
aid also from Baron Steuben, who told him that the brigade 
looked ready for immediate service, as indeed it was; for it 
was fully equipped, with canteens, a ration of biscuit, and 
with pioneers, stretchermen, and signal men, all complete— 
alittle army for ashort march. I[t was also a numerically 
large organization, exceeding in numbers the Army Brigade. 
SOLDIERS’ HOME DETACHMENT. 

The Veterans from the Soldiers’ Home, ten companies, 16 
files, followed the sailors, The old men were on their metal, 
and braced up as they passed the reviewing point. Unfor- 
tunately, the passage of the rear companies was productive 
of much mertiment, and though they were loudly applaud d 
it was in a spirit of fun, A camp color was stationed thirty 
yards beyond the reviewing officer, and when the rear of 
each battalion arrived opposite it, the Commandint was 
directed to take up double time for 100 yards. The Com- 
mundant of the Veterans evidently mistook the tenor of this 
order, for when the head of his column reached the flag he 
ordered “double quick.” The ‘‘old men ” promptly obeyed 
the commind, so that the rear of the column was on “the 
run” before it had reached the reviewing point, while the 
cloud of dust completely hid the President and guests from 
sight. 

STATE TROOPS—GEORGIA, NEW JERSEY, DELAWARE AND PENN- 
SYLVANIA. 

Georata held the right of the State trcops, and was rep- 
resented by the Chatham Artillery of Savannab, with two 
cannon captured from Cornwallis, and two platoons under 
Lieut. George Walker. The command halted in front uf 
the reviewing party, and were warmly greeted. 

New Jersey followed, Gen. E. Burd Grubb in command, 
with a staff of seven and ten companies of twenth-four 
solid files, with band and drum corps, all thoroughly 
equipped in the United States uniform, with helmots, and in 
heavy marchiog order, with knapsack, haversack and can- 
teen. This was a provisional battalion, the companies se 
lected being the very best in the State. The battalion was 
in the best of shape, and passed with the precision of vet- 
erans, its distances, alignments and marching being simply 
the perfection of a march past. The only drawback to the 
complete passage of the regiment was the failure of many 
of the officers to salute at the proper time, cused by the 
fact that they could not distinguish the reviewing poiut, 
there being no flag posted. Altogether it was the best 
passags of the day, and the friends of Jersey were jubilant. 

Detaware.—The Ist Regiment, six companies, tweive fall 
files, under command of Col. 8, A. McAllister, represented 
the descendants of the ‘“Blue Hen’s Chickens.” The march- 
ing of its troops was but fair, while its aligrm nts were 
often broken. Added to these defects, a number of officers 
failed to salute the reviewing party. Delaware suffered by 
a comparison with New Jersey. 

PENNSYLVANIA.—The 13th Regiment, Pittsburgh, ten com- 
mands, twelve full files, under Col. P. A. Guthrie, repre- 
sented the Keystone State. This regiment arrived cn 
Wednesday forenoon, its entrance into camp being marked 
by an ovation of cheers and applause, while its neat aid 
servic2able uniform was pronounced as the most effective on 
the ground. It was, therefore, fully expected that they 
would show to very great advantage in the review, but un 
fortunately the Colonel was afraid of rain, so ordered his 





men to don their overcoats, and when they passed they 











































































































looked worn, tired and overdressed. The right wing went 
by in fine shape, but distunse was lost by the rear compa- 
nies, while in their endeavor to cover the lost ground the 
fronts were broken. The 811 1ttes of officers were excellent. 

In the orders designating the positions in column, Con- 
necticut was placed between Pennsylvania and Massachu- 
setts, but as the troops went by the 1st regiment was missed. 
and the old feeling that something had happened dampened 
the ardor of the spectators. 

MASSACHUSETTS, MARYLAND, SOUTH CAROLINA, NEW HAMP- 
SHIRE. 

Massacavsetrs.—Tbe 9th regiment, B»stou, e'ght compa- 
nies, sixteen fu'l files, were ready to uphold the position of 
the old Bay State; and as Col. Strachan and his staff rode 
by, delivering a most perfect salute, followed by the solid 
company fronts, the men in their handsome chasseur uni- 
orms, a spontaneous round of applause greeted the com- 

mand. Better marching I have rarely seen, while the align- 

ments, distances and salutes were splendid. It was at once 
an open question which was the best, Massachusetts or New 
Jersey. The 9th reziment fully exvected to carry off the 
honors, yet there were many present ready and willing to 
concede the palm to New Jersey. In my opiaion the latter 
command was the more solid and better disciplined. 

Marrxtanv.—A Brigade under Gen. James R. Herbert 
were preseut from this State, but, I am sorry to say, in very 
poor shape. The 5th regiment, Col. Stewart Brown, eight 
commands, twelve files, seven of the compauies being iu 

ingle rank, made but an ordinary showing, tho gh its band, 

playing ‘“‘My Maryland,” was greeted with applause. March- 
ing and distances were extremely ragged and salutes bad. 
Tae 2d Battalion, Capt. H. J. Johnson in command, had 
four unequalized companies, not a single one of the officers 
saluting properly, the majority using the mere poise, with- 
out dropping the point. The marching and distances were 
positively bad. The 2d Battilion, Col. H. Kyd Douglass, 
held the left of the Brigate, with five commands, twelve 
front, two companie; in gray and three in blue uniforms. 
This command was little better than the others, marching, 
distances and salutes being straggling and awkward. I 
could nt expect this Brigade to amount to a great deal as a 
unit in battalion evolutions, the companie: being scattered 
and rarely meeting for drill asa body, but on the review, 
where each company stands on its own basis. I dil expect a 
much better showing from Maryls nd. 

Sours Carorma.—The Palmetto State seat a provisional 
battalion of t»1 comoanies, 16 to 20 files, uider Col. Hagh 
8. Thompson, part of the companies being uniformed in 
gray—frosk and dres: coats—.ind part in blue. This mixed 
uniform detracted from the otherwise handsome app2arance 
of the battalion, and though the companies marched in sin- 
gle rank, their step, distances, and alignments were of the 
best. while the salutes of officers were, as a rule, delivered 
with sna» and precision, South Carolina his every reason 
to feel proud of its ‘Yorktown Centennial Battalion,” among 
whom were the Washington Light Infan‘ry of Charleston, 
organized in 1807, and the Richland Vol. Rifles, organized 
in 1813, 

New Hampsuaire.—The “ Granite Stite,” first on the list 
of the “ Tuirteen originals, ‘contributed a battalion of three 
companies, 20 fall files, equipped in a handsome blue uni- 
form, under Lieut.-Col. E. J. Copp, of the 2d regt. State 
troops. Thess conpanies were selected as the very best in 
the State, and well they fulfilled their mission, They passed 
with solid front, receiving round after round of applause. It 
is said that *‘ good goods are made up in small parcels,” and 
here wai an exemplification of the old adage, for the New 
Hampshire bitt ion, though small, received a place second 
to none in the passage. 

VIRGINIA. 

Vireinta.—It was indeed fitting that the “Old Dominion” 
should have had the largest representation on the historic 
field. Yorktowa is part of her soil; from her sprung the 
Commander-in-Chief of the American forces-at the surren- 
der of Cornwallis, while five thousand of her brave sous 
stood in the breach in the dark and{fgloomy days of the Re- 
yolution, Was it a wonder, then, that as her troops, march- 
ing shoulder to shoulder, came into view, headed by one of 
her favorite sons, the dashing cavalryman, Fitz Hugh Lee, 
cheer upon cheer rent the air, or that the straius of the 
bands were drowned by the acclamations of the thousands 
of spectators. Gen. Lee was followed by two troops of the 
Gloucester cavalry, im gray uniforms and handsomely 
mounted, As the General and his escort passed the review- 
ing point and saluted the President and foreign guests, the 
applause broke out agaia, and for a short time the tumult 
was almost deafening. The Hampton Cadets, Virginia Mili- 
tary Institute, four companies, 20 full files, held the right of 
the brigade, passing in magnificent shape, ranks well closed, 
step perfect, distance well preserved, and salutes beautifully 
rendered. The geueral appearance of this corps, in their 
handsome cadet uniform, was warmly commented upon by 
the spectators and military guests. 

In their rear was the four companies of the Boston Cadets, 
16 full files, Lieut.-Col. Edmunds in command, who had 
acted as escort to the Governor of Massachusetts, their hand- 

some Austrian uniform of white and mazarine blue lighting 
up the sombre gray of the Virginia troops. During the pas- 
sage this crack corps was the observed of all observers; its 

was magnificent, steady, and solid, not a waver in 
one of its ranks, while distances were as though measured 
with a tape, so accurately were they prese:ived. The salutes 
of officers could not be improved upon. It is needless to 
say that the spectators recognized the military precision of 
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their superiority. The Ist regiment, Richmond, followed 

the cadets, Col. J. B. Purcell in command, six companies, 16 

frort, passing in splendid shape. The Walker Light Guard 
‘ carried off the honors in this regiment. The 2d regiment, 
Staucton, Col. W. L. Bumgardner, with six companies, 24 
’ files, in sing'e rank, was next to salute the President. Its 
| marching and salutes were very poor, and its ranks looked 

decidedly slim. The Ist Battalion, Va., artillery, three com- 
panies, 12 front, were next in column, Major H. C. Carter in 
command, also marching in fine shape, and followed by the 
3d Virginia, Col. C. C. Wertenbaker, six companies, unequal- 
ized fronts, presenting but a very ordinary appearance, 
and falling short of the precision of the preceding commands, 
The 3d had the battalion of cadets, two companies, from St. 
| John’s College, Alexandria, Major W.C. Potter, in their 
' rear, followed by the 4th Virginia, six companies, Capt. R. 
' A. Wise in command. This was decidedly a mixed battalion, 
each company wearing a distinctive uniform, the most no- 
ticeable of which was the Richmond Light Infantry Blues, 
with its blue and white dress coats and hats and plumes of a 
style worn acentury ago. This command was most essen- 
tially a showy one, but to my mind, more fitted for the spec- 
tacular stage than for the military camp. The days of fancy 
uoiforms and fuss and feathers are over, and the sooner the 
companies of the 4th regiment drop their flaunting dress and 
come down to the hard pan of a serviceable uniform, the 
| better it will be for the commaud. Two companies of the 
colored militia of Virginia, 1n the United States uniform, 
brought up the rear of the brigade, and in their marching, 
distances, and alignments might put to the blush many of 
the companies so gorgeously attired. 

NEW YORK, NORTH CAROLINA, VERMONT, KENTUCKY. 


New Yorx.—The great State of New York had made no 
provision for a representation by its National Guard, but 
feeling that a State which prided itself on having one of the 
best militia organizations in the United States should not be 
ignored in this great Centennial, the 13th regiment, Brook- 
lyn. Col. D. E.‘Austen, by means of private subscriptions 
and a fair, were enabled to aid its members in paying the 
expenses of the trip, and so thanks to individual pluck, New 
York found a place iu the column. It was, indeed, a re- 
proach to the Governor of New York, whose headquarters 
was the favored one on the field, that but one regiment rep- 
resented her at Yorktown, and that oue, through the parsi- 
mony of the State authorities, sadly deficient in numbers. 
The regiment was equalized in 9 companies, 24 fi'es, with its 
company of veterans, but unfortunately they were compelled to 
parade in single rank, and though their marching alignments 
and salutes were without flaw, the regiment suffered when 
brought into compvrison with the troops of New Jersey, 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania and Michigan. The 13th regi- 
ment, however, deserves the warmest of praise for its grit in 
representing the State as volunteers, while its splendid dis- 
cipline and effective ceremonies while in camp drew forth 
the warmest commendations from both regular and militia 
officers. Following the 13th were companies from the 65th 
and 74th regiment+, Buffalo, both of which had paid their 
own expenses. 

Nort Canonina.—Eight companies, of sixteen files front, 
in single rank, represented the “Old North State,” under 
command of Colcnel R. D, Hancock, 1st regiment, National 
Guard. Their marching was steady and salutes fair. The 
2d regiment, Col. A. H. Worth, had seven unequalized com- 
panies, also in single rank, and with their miscellaneous uni- 
forms, hats and equipments, presented the poorest appear- 
ance in the columu. Squad and company drills, under proper 
officers, are sadly needed by the troops of North Carolina. 
Ruope Isuanp.—* Little Ruody” had present two com- 
panies from its 2d battalion, 16 full files each, and though 
small in numbers, they compared for discipline and drill with 
any detachment on the ground. 

Vermont.—The Green Mountain State, though having but 
one regiment of National Guard, sent to Yorktown the Ran- 
som Guards of St. Albaus, aud the Esty Guard: of Brattle- 
boro, in all 100 men, to which was added a full band. They 
were accompanied by the 9th separate company of New York, 
‘* Burleigh Corps” of Whitehall, the detachment being under 
the command of Major A. D. Texny, 1st regiment. The 
Vermont troops were uniformed in a gray full dress, while 
the New iork company sported a Britis uniform, scarlet 
and blue. The march past of both organizations was excel- 
lent, their steadiness and precision being loudly applauded as 
they passed along the front of tke reviewing stand. 
Kenrtucky.—Major Jobn R. Allen was in command of the 
five companies, 12 files front, which represented the ‘“ dark 
and bloody ground,” and though their color company was in 
single rank, the marching and appearance of the command 
were awarded their full meed of praise. 

MICHIGAN AND CONNECTICUT. 


Micuican.—This was th? last of the States in the general 
order of Major-Gen, Hancock, and from it came a provisional 
battation of six companies, commanded by Col. Israel C, 
Smith, 2d regiment. The command was dressed in the U. 8. 
Army uiform, with helmets, and was in heavy marching 
order, its fronts of 16 files showing to th2 best possible ad- 
vantage, and but for aloas of distance on the left would 
have been fully up to the passage of the best regiment in the 
column, All things considered, however, Michigan has every 
reason to feel proud of the position for military excellence 
attained by her Yorktown battalion. 

ConneEcticuT.—All now looked for the mounted batteries, 
but the strains of martial music and the glistening of bayo- 
nets told that there was still another infautry command. 
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column came into view, when the white helmets of the field 
and staff denoted the lat regiment of Connecticut. When 
this fact became assured acheer arose from the assembled 
multitude which threw into insignificance all the applause of 
the day, and as the regiment swung by with its solid fronts, 
though time had not been allowed for them to be equalized, 
the applause told of the relief experienced by the safe arrival 
of the steamer Chirleston. The marching of the regiment 
ws superb, its distances well preserved, and alignments per- 
fect, and the feeling of relief at their arrival was followed by 
one of sorrow that Col. Barbour's regiment was not on the 
ground at an earlier day and given a chance to compete for 
the Tiffany vase. The steamer Charle-ton, which had the 
command on boari, was delayed by foggy weather, and 
arrived after avery slow and tedious voyage in the Chesa- 
peake Bay late on Wednesday evening. It was the wish of 
Col. Barbour tv push through to the Yorktown landing and 
go at once into the camp, but the pilot was not sufficiently 
acquainted with the river and the anchorage to come in at 
night. The steamer consequently laid off the York River, 
and in the morning steamed in, arriving at the wharves at 
ten o'clock a. M. At that hour the preparations for the mili- 
tary review were complete and the columns of troups were in 
position. Unaware of this the command disembarked, 
formed, and, unequalized, marched to their encampment 

They reached the ground about eleven a. m., when the troops 
were already filing past the grand stand. Taking in the 
situation at a glance, Colonel Barbour debouched to the left 
of the parade ground, and, making a circuit in rear of the 
grand stand, reached the parade ground in time to fall 
in and march past in regular order. After the review the 
regiment returned to the steamer and left for Charleston in 
the early morning. 

Light Battery A, 2d U. 8. Artillery, Capt. A. C. M. Pen- 
nington, and Light Battery C, 3d U. 8. Artillery, Capt. Wm. 
Sinclair, four steel guns each, and a detachment of Co. K, 
1st U. 8. Artillery, mounted as cavalry, 1st Lieut. A. Capron 
in command, splendidly brought up the rear of the column, 
and the grand review was ended. 

THE NAVAL CEREMONIES, 


Besides the parade ashore, already spoken of, the Navy 
received the President, his Cabinet, the foreign guests and 
other distinguished persons with the prescribed ceremonies, 
and also dressed their vessels with lanterns in the evening, 
The orders issued for the former purpose will be found in 
the Journat of October 15, and some description of the re- 
ception and illumination in the Journat of October 22. By 
an error in the daily papers the credit was given to another 
vessel for the Vundalic’s show of lights. She was dressed 
with colored Chinese lanterns over all, from flying boom to 
taffrail, and along the rail. It was a beautiful show, but 
there was a good deal of wind and the lights began to go out 
in less than half an hour, and soon a rain squall came, when 
they were ali lowered and saved for some future display, 
The result, while it lasted, however, was a blaze of light fore 
and aft, and the illumination, as a whole, elicited many com- 
plimentary remarks. 

The original order of Rear Admiral Wyman for review was 
based on the presumption of a day’sreview by the President, 
and the orders issued proposed to receive the President with 
the yards manned and crews at quarters, the commanding 
and executive officers in undress uniform for official visits, 
the other officers in service dress uniform. Marines in full 


dress. 
The Order of Exercises Intended was : 


1st. Inspection: clearing ship for action; general quarters; 
target — with great guns; abandoning ship, etc. 
2d. Exercises of sails and spars. 
3d. Landing for distant service. 
4th. Boat review. 
5th. Torpedo practice. 
On account of lack of time the foregoing order was super- 
seded by the following, issued by the Rear Admural Oct. 18: 
Ou the morning of the 21st, top-gallant and royal yards will 
be crossed, with sails bent at 8 o'clock, and all prepared for 
making sail. The exercise on signal of the Admiral will be : 
Make sail to royals. 
Reduce sail to topsails. 
Reef topsail;. 
Shift a topsail. 
Furl sail. 
Finally, the Naval exercises for Friday were transferred to 
Thursday afternvon, after the Military exercises, in order 
to condense the general programme and to allow the earlier 
departure of guests. The effect was, of course, to reduce the 
general interest of the exercises, but they passed creditably, 
as already stated in last week’s JounNAL. 

SALUTING THE BRITISH FLAG. 

On Saturday the Regular troops broke camp at York- 
town, and by indefatigable exertions succeeded in getting 
their baggage on board the St. John’s in time to start for 
New York, on Sunday morning at half-past eight. The St. 
John’s reached Governor’s Island at about 10 o’clock on 
Monday forenoon, whence the troops were quickly drafted to 
their stations, some of them, alas, of the lst and 3d Artil- 
lery, only to prepare for a more extended movement. 
Major-Gen. Hancock, his staff, clerks, etc., also returned on 
the St. John's, and Yorktown has now reverted to its native 
dust, dirt, dinginess, and squalor. There were two features 
of the week’s display which, in the opinion of many, were 
the most interesting and certainly the most impressive, and 
call for special mention. The first was the sulute to the 
British flag at the camp of the Regulars, which took place 
on the day of the review. The propriety of this salute was 
early considered previous to the encampment at Yorktown 
being formed, all seeming to agree that it would be in view 





What it was none could determine until the head of the ‘ the particular occasion a graceful act of courtesy towards 
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a friendly government. President Arthur directed the salate 
to the flag to be fired under the direction of Major-Gen. 
Hancock. The General issued his orders that it should 
take place at 5 Pp. m. on Oct. 21, in front of his headquarters 
in the camp. The American flag was displayed on tho staff 
and Pennington’s and Sinclair’s mounted batteries of artil- 
lery were formed in line about 250 yards in front of the 
headquarters. Precisely at 5 p. mu. the General, accompanied 
by his staff, rode on the ground and was joined by all of the 
regular officers of the encampment, with Generals Clitz and 
DeRussy at their head. A signal being given, the American 
flag was saluted by the guns of the two batteries, the bands 
playing appropriate tunes. Then the American flag was run 
down and Col, W. G. Mitchell, J. 8. A., Adjutant-General, 
with bis own hand attached the British flag to the_halliards 
and slowly raised it to the head of the staff. At once the 
guns of the batteries seluted, the band played ‘‘God Save 
the Queen,” and the officers uncovered, Generals Hancock 
and Mitchell standing in front. The s2ene was most im- 
pressive, and formed a striking and memorable portion of 
the day’s exercises. The dignity and grace of the ceremony 
could not be excelled. 
PRESENTATION OF THE TIFFANY VASE. 


The second event to which we refer was the presentation 
of a handsome silver vase to the New Jersey Battalion, Col. 
E. Burd Grubb commanding. The vase, manufactured by 
Tiffany and Co., of New York, at a cost of $1,000, was a 
handsome and massive one. On it were profiles of Weshing- 
ton, de Rochambeau, de Grasse, and other heroes of revolu- 
tionary times, also that of the late President Garfield. Col. 
J. E. Peston, on behalf of the Yorktown Centennial Asso- 
ciation, on the day_ previous to the review requested Gen. 
Hancock to appoint a commiltee tu award the vase to the 
regiment or battalion of States militia which should, during 
the entire encampment, present the best military appear- 
ance. Col. H. B. Clitz, 10th U. 8. Infantry ; Major Richard 
Arnold, 5th U. 8. Artillery, Iuspector-General, and Capt. 
R. H. Hall, 10th U. 8S. Infantry, were appointed the com- 
mittee, and after due inspection reported as follows: ‘We 
have to-day (Oct. 21), ridden through all the camps of the 
States militia and personally inspected those still occupied by 
troops. Troops of the following named States have vacated 
their camps: Georgia, Delaware, Pennsylvania, Connecticut, 
South Carolina, New Hampsbire, North Carolina, Rhode 
Island, and Vermont, and those of Kentucky, were about 
leaving the grounds. 

“Troops of the following named States were still in camp: 
New Jersey, Massachusetts, Maryland, New York, and 
Michigan. 

‘Taking into consideration all the circumstances connected 
with this duty, the committee is clearly of the opinion that 
the vase should be awarded to the Ist New Jersey Battalion, 
commanded by Col, E. Burd Grubb, for presenting the bert 
military appearance in its encampment.” 

The presentation was made by Col. Peyton, on the after- 
noon of Oct. 22, in front of the Movure House, where Col. 
Grubb’s fine regiment was formed in line, Col. Grubb with 
his staff standing in front. Col. Peyton, from the steps of 
the Moore House, briefly stated the object of the award, and 
complimented Col. Grubb and his regiment on having car- 
ried off the prize. Col. Grubb thanked him on behalf of 
his State and regiment in a few soldierly words. Four bear- 
ers then came forward and carried off the vase. The cere- 
mony was short but impressive, and the New Jersey batta- 
lion presented the same fine appearance on this occasion as 
it did at the review. All seemed to be satisfied that of the 
militia troops New Jersey best deserved the prize. 

The regulars, of course, were not included in those to 
whom the prize might be given, so that it would be invidious 
to draw comparisons as to what might have happened had 
they been in the race. As a witness on the ground for more 
than a week, I may say that in every respect, in and out of 
camp, on shipboard and on land, the officers and men of the 
Army and Navy maintained the honor of their profession 
and of their country while at Yorktown, and were the spe- 
cial admiration of every one. There was naturally much 
discomfort, to which every one submitted chee fully, and it 
is safe to say that at no time has our services, in spite of the 
disadvantages and economies to which they have to bow, 
been ia better or in more efficient condition, and Yorktown 
has demonstrated one thing, at least, that the money voted 
by the country for their support is well applied, and not 
wasted.

YORKTOWN NOTES. 


The New York World, of Oct. 25, has the following: 
“The French frigate Magicienne and the ram Dumont 
d@ Urville, which accompanied the French visitors to York- 
town, reached Sandy Hook on their return to New York on 
Sunday night, and yesterday anchored in the North River, 
off Twenty-third street. The officers of the vessels are no 
better pleased with their experience at Yorktown than other 
people who were there. One of them said last evening : 
‘During the time we were there we received but one invita- 
tion. That was from Gen. Hancock, to his reception on the 
St. John, and he showed us every attention and did every- 
thing that could be expected. But as for the others, we 
simply did not hear from them at all. Not one of them ex- 





changed a word with me. We were not even given pro- 
grammes of what was to occur. So we fired all the guns we 
could, several hundred in all, but I don’t know what it was 
for. We saw generals without number and other officers in 
uniform going bither and thither, and as the other vessela 
fired salutes, we fired too, We suppose that no discourtesy 
was intended, and that they bad invited so many guests that 
they could not attend to them all, but it seemed to us that 
unless they were prepared to do to us what politeness de- 
manded they should not have invited us. We did not care 
particularly to go to Yorktown, and should have been satis- 
fied to remain here or in some other port. Then, that was 
an unheard-of mistake—I suppose it was a mistake—about 
the flags. On the men-of-war—the Government vessels—- 
the German flag was displayed at the mizzen and the French 
at the foremast. When the Admiral saw this he gave direc- 
tions that raw Reso goashore. The man flag on 
the City of Cutskill would not have been a serious matter 

for she is not a Government vessel. The next day the conrse 
was taken of displaying no flags at all. Admiral Porter told 
us that he was very sorry that the mistake had occurred and 
that he had not issued the order. All the other naval officers 
we met expressed similar regret.’ During their stay here 
the French ofticers and the French visitors will attend a ball 

to be given by French residents of New York, the date of 
which has not yet been fixed. It is expected that the French 
an om start to rejoin the West Indian squadron about 
Nov. 15.”

be taken to enable the presiding officer of the Senate and 
each one of its members to pay that respect which repre- 
sents not only our individual feeling, but the feeling of every 
State and every man in every State of our Union of States,” 
[Applause.] The motion was, at 3:35, agreed to and a recess 
taken, which was occupied by the Senators in cordially grect~ 
ing their distinguished guests.

Capt. Arthur M. Huger, the grandson of the gallant Nort 
Carolinian who, with Ballman, undertook in 1794 to rescue 
Le fayette from his prison in Olmutz. 

Mayor Courtenay, on behalf of the city of Charleston, 8S. 
C., has invited Count de Grasse to visit Charleston, 8. O., 
where two daughters of Admiral de Grasse died and were 
buried. On Wednesday, while the ceremonies were in pro- 
gress at Yorktown, the de Grasse tomb, which is now 
restored, was surmounted with commemorative arches 
evergreens and moss, and decorated with flowers contributed 
by the citizens, . 
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The old Cornwallis seat of Broome Hall, Suffolk, now be- 
longs to Sir Edward Kerrison, whose grandfather began life 
as a carpenter, The merquixate became extinct, but the 
earldom. passed to the Yorktown lord's nephew, who, dying 
without a son, the title became entirely extiuct. Several of 
the famous Marquis’s great | ay fell gallantly in the 
Crimea.

INEFFICIENTLY AMED. 


Tue Vallejo Chroxnicie says : The ten regiments of cavalry 
in the United States Army were raised fur frontier service. 
They are all on duty at stations established in our extreme 
Western States and Territories for the purpose of keeping 
the Indians quiet and actively operating against them in case 
of an outbreak. The regiments are admirably ofticered and 
well mounted. They are comfortably quartered and 
rationed, have everything to make them efficient for active 
service, except that which is most essential, that of being 
properly armed. In this they are lamentatly deficient. The 
carbine with which the mounted troops are furnished is of 
no practical use in the tield. It places the men at a dis- 
advantage in every fight they have with the Indians. There 
has not’veen of late years a defeat which cannot be directly 
traced to this worthless weapon. Through the miserable 
cupidity of traders aud the culpable negligence of the 
Indian Department of the Government, the Indians of the 
Rocky Mountains are all armed with long range breech-load- 
ing rifles. Each warrior owns either a Winchester magazine 
gun, or @ Sharps forty calibre rifle, which latter 1s the 
favorite weapon with both [odians and hunters on the great 
plains and in the mountains, from its accuracy, extreme 
range, and destructive power. Many of them have both 
these guns. The Winchester is good at over 1,000 yards, 
and the Sharps will carry up to nearly 1,400 yards. Tne ex- 
treme range of the carbine is not over 600 yards. 

Giving as an example the T'hornburgh fight, the Chronicle 
says : The command reniaioed in its uupleasant position for 
eight days, when they were released by the arrival of re- 
iuforcements under Gen. Merritt, who made a most un- 
exampled march—nezrly two hundred miles in three days. 
In the dark of the night of the first day’s fight, a noted 
scout with the commaud was sent to the nearest railroad 
station, the distance above mentioned which had to be 
travelled Ly the re‘ieving force. He fortunately got through 
safely. Had he not, in-tead of a loss of one-third in killed 
and wounded, there would have been a massacre of the 
whole command. Merritt, ic addition to his eight companies 
of cavalry, had alsv several companies of intautry. These 
were placed in light wagovs, each drawn by six picked 
horses or mules, aud easily kept up with the mounted men. 
As soon as they reached the besieged camp the infantry 
scaled the mountains. The Indians fled at the sight of 
them. It was the force with the dreaded weapon that was 
after them. When the history of the fight came to be 
known, it was shown that the Indians were less in number 
than Thornburgh’s troops, and that ove Indian, who had 
made for himself a well shielded place of concealment, at a 
commanding foint, had shot nearly every horse that was 
killed, over one hundred iu number. Tnat fight alone ought 
to have settled the cavalry carbine and thrown it out of the 
service. It is murder ia the tirst degree sending troops in 
the field thns armed. We have auother [udian tight on our 
bands in Arizona and we may as well muke uo our minds 
that cavalcy, uusupported by iufantry, will be defeated ia 
every engagement which they may be pushed into. 








Last month there were stationed in England and the 
Channel Islands eleven regiments of cavalry, forty-one 
battalions of infantry, eleven batteries of Royal Horse 
Artillery, sixty-eight batteries of field and garrison ar- 
tillery, and twenty-two companies of Royal Engineers. 
In Scotland the total establishment is represented by 
only one regiment of cavairy, two battalions of infan-
